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Portugal continues to defy its critics and is now 
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Child escapes with just scratches 
after beach cliff collapse 

A four-year-old child escaped with minor injuries to his leg after a part of a cliff face broke lose and crumbled onto the 
sand below at the Praia do Vau beach, near Portimao, on Wednesday this week. 


According to a source from the 
Maritime Authority no other in- 
juries were caused. The same 
source confirmed that the slide 
occurred around 1 5h00 that after- 
noon, in three phases over a half- 
an-hour period. 

This reportedly allowed for 
sunbathers to evacuate the area 
and ensure no one was underneath 
the cliff. 

The Commander of 
Portimao ’s Port said that the 
volume of land that crumbled 
from the 20-metre-high cliff was 
enough to fill four cubic metres, 
or the back of a truck. 

An early phase of the break- 


away, which occurred in the 
western area of the beach, caused 
‘ ‘light wounds’ ’ to the leg of a child, 
who was seen to by an ambulance 
crew and was taken to hospital 
as a precautionary measure. 

Cruz Martins assured citizens 
that the landslides caused by all 
three phases of the cliff breaking 
away were not enough to bury a 
person. 

“We interviewed several wit- 
nesses and all of them assured us 
that no one was underneath”, he 
said, adding that some witnesses 
even showed photos to the au- 
thorities which proved his state- 
ment. 


The area was sealed off by the 
Maritime Authority with police 
tape and has been handed over to 
the Algarve Regional 
Hydrographical Administration 
(ARH/ Algarve) whose responsi- 
bility it is to carry out any subse- 
quent necessary procedures. 

A source from the ARH/ Al- 
garve told Lusa News Agency 
that the cliff fall covered a six- 
metre area that was flagged as a 
‘risk zone’. 

However, according to the 
same source, the plaque that had 
been placed on the beach to warn 
of dangers of cliff falls had been 
washed away by the sea last win- 


ter. 

It was expected to have been 
replaced before the official open- 
ing of ‘beach season’ on June PL 

Furthermore, the area in which 
the rock slide took place had not 
been flagged by ARH/Algarve 
engineers as being “in need of a 
controlled intervention” follow- 
ing the cliff fall that occurred last 
year on the Maria Luisa beach, 
Albufeira, killing five people. 

Since August last year, 19 
Algarvean beaches have had 200 
different interventions carried 
out on them to ensure the safety 
of their cliffs, costing the state 
around€50,000.

Portugal tops for children 

□ A study by American and Australian researchers has this week placed Portugal in the top ten 

countries in the world where child mortality is lowest. Furthermore, the country also recorded the 
fourth best improvement the past 20 years. 


In the study, published this 
week in the Lancet magazine, re- 
searchers examined under-5 mor- 
tality amongst infants from 1970 
to 2010 in 187 countries. 

Portugal currently has an an- 
ticipated infant mortality rate of 
3.32 deaths per thousand births 
for 20 1 0, representing an average 
annual decrease of 7.5 percent 
since 1990. 

The only countries with bet- 
ter results are the Maldives, 
United Arab Emirates and Cy- 
prus. 

Back in 1970, Portugal was 
ranked 75* in terms of infant 
mortality, which at the time was 
25 times higher than in 20 1 0. 

Portugal’s success in looking 
after infants can be further high- 
lighted by the difficulties expe- 
rienced in countries such as the 
USA, New Zealand and South 
Korea who have all failed to reach 
rates of under-5 mortality of less 
than five per 1 ,000 by 20 1 0. 

A closer comparison can be 


made with the United Kingdom, 
whose infant mortality rate of 5 . 3 
percent is not only more than one- 
and-half times than higher than 
Portugal’ s, but also the highest in 
western Europe. 

Portugal’s rate of 3. 3 is also far 
inferior to other European states 
such as Germany (4.1), France 
(3 .9) or Switzerland (4.2). 

Researchers estimate there 
will be 7.7 million child deaths 
worldwide this year, a decrease 
from 1 6 million in 1 970 and 11.9 
million in 1990. 

According to the report in the 
Lancet, these 7.7 million deaths 
comprise 3.1 million neonatal 
deaths, 2.3 million post-neonatal 
deaths, and 2.3 million deaths in 
children aged 1 — 4 years. 

Between 1970 and 2010, the 
number of deaths in children 
younger than 5 years has fallen 
by more than 52 percent, even 
though the total number of births 
has increased by 1 6 percent in the 
same period. 


Atotal of 33 percent of deaths 
in children younger than 5 years 
occur in south Asia and 49.6 per- 
cent occur in sub-Saharan Africa, 
with less than one percent of 
deaths occurring in high-income 
countries. 

In 1 3 regions of the world, in- 
cluding allregions in sub-Saharan 
Africa, there is evidence of accel- 
erating declines from 2000 to 
2010 compared with 1990 to 
2000. 

In a related story, UNICEF 
revealed last year that a little over 
three decades ago, 42.9 women 
per every 100,000 died during 
labour that number now rests at 
around an annual eight women. 

This followed an extensive re- 
port published by the World 
Health Organisation, which re- 
vealed that life expectancy in 
Portugal is almost ten years more 
than it was three decades ago. 

Portuguese, from an average 
life expectancy in 1976inthe60s, 
can now expect to live to see 80, 


the report entitled ‘Portugal, Pri- 
mary Health Care in Action 
2009’, revealed. 

According to the organisation, 
this astonishing improvement in 
life expectancy rates is “thanks 
to one of the world’s most suc- 
cessful performances inreducing 
mortality”. 

The report also found that 
Portugal now has the 1 1 th high- 
est life expectancy rate in the 
world. 

According to WHO, Portu- 
gal’s success is the result of de- 
velopment of a nationwide pri- 
mary health care system. 

WHO further praised the net- 
work of health centres staffed by 
physicians and nurses which 
have progressively covered the 
country in recent years. 

The organisation confirmed 
that a flaw in the PortugueseNa- 
tional Health Service remains 
because the emergency depart- 
ments at hospitals are still being 
intensely used by patients.

EC urges member states to make ho tli nes 
for missing children operational 

In marking the International Missing Children's Day, European Commission Vice-Presidents Viviane Reding, 
responsible for ED Justice, Fundamental Rights and Citizenship, and Neelie Kroes, responsible for the Digital Agenda, 
urged EL) Member States to step up their efforts to introduce child alert systems and to make the missing children's 
hotline 1 16 000 operational as soon as possible. 


The day was celebrated here in 
Portugal with news that police 
here reported a 100 percent re- 
covery rate of children reported 
missing in the country during the 
course of 2009. 

“Every missing childis atrag- 
edy, and we must do everything 
we can to prevent such tragedies . 
The Commission created the Eu- 
ropean 1 16 000 hotline to report 
missing children and offer guid- 
ance and support to their fami- 
lies, everywhere in Europe. I re- 


gret to see that the hotline works 
only in 1 1 Member States,” said 
Vice-President Viviane Reding, 
Commissioner for Justice, Eun- 
damental Rights and Citizenship. 

“It is hard to come to terms 
with the fact that measures that 
could help are not yet fully op- 
erational across the Union. It 
would be a double tragedy to im- 
agine amissing child tryingto call 
the 116 000 hotline only to hear 
an answering machine playing a 
pre-recorded message announc- 


ing that the service will be opera- 
tional in 20 1 2 . 1 call on Member 
States to put every effort into 
changing this.” 

Vice-President Neelie Kroes, 
responsible for the Digital 
Agenda, added, “Member States 
must respect their legal obliga- 
tions to not only put in place the 
missing children hotline number 
as a matter of urgency but also to 
ensure that the public is well-in- 
formed about it.” 

The EU has already put in 
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place rules to ensure that the 1 1 6 
000 number is set aside every- 
where in the EU for hotlines to 
report missing children. 

These hotlines are currently 
operational in 1 1 Member States 
(Belgium, Denmark, Greece, 
Erance, Hungary, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Poland, Portugal, 
Romania and Slovakia). 

The Conunission also sup- 
ports the creation of cross-bor- 
der child alert systems that help 
in the search of abducted children 
by enabling the public to provide 
the relevant authorities with real- 
time information. 

Alert systems exist in eight 
Member States (the Netherlands, 
Portugal, Prance, Luxembourg, 
Belgium, Greece, Germany and 
the UK). 

Speaking on International 
Missing Children’s Day, the 
mother of missing British girl 
Madeleine McCann spoke of the 
grief endured by parents of chil- 
dren who have disappeared. 

“As aparent of a missing child, 
every day is difficult in some way. 
We would like to ask everybody 
to spare a thought and a prayer for 
all missing children. If youcanhelp 
in any way, either through practi- 
cal means, by improving aware- 
ness in some way or by donating 
to one of the Missing Children or- 
ganisations we would be very 
grateful”, said Kate McCann add- 
ing: “Just because a problem can- 
not be seen, doesn’ t mean it’ s not 
there or can be forgotten. 

“Missing children need our 
help. We can all make a differ- 
ence.” 


Minister Al 9 ada guaranteed 
she would raise the issue with the 
government. 

“Naturally I will raise the mat- 
ter with the government” she said 
in response to Dr. Villas Boas’ 
request that the Paro Home’s 
model be applied nationwide. 

When asked by Lusa News 
Agency whether the current ac- 
tive measures in place in other 
child refuges could prevent the 
creation of an El network in Por- 
tugal, Isabel Al 9 ada said helping 
children is an “urgency” that 
must be addres sed and cannot be 
put off. 

“Infant care must be ad- 
dressed; Portuguese adults must 
pay attention to children every 
day. T o educate children we must 
think of the children every day, 
and therefore, we cannot put 
these situations off’, she said. 

Isabel Al 9 ada highlighted 
Refugio Aboim Ascensao as an 


example of “quality” in the way 
it cares for and gives direction to 
its children for a full future life. 

“Our country needs this exam- 
ple of quality to have institutions 
like this one, and needs people 
who are able to create a support 
network”, she added. 

Supported by agreements 
with the Social Security, Justice, 
Health and Education Ministries , 
as well as with Paro Town Hall, 
Refugio Aboim Ascensao works 
as a temporary ‘Infant Emer- 
gency’ care centre. 

Presently counting around 90 
staff members, it has a maximum 
capacity of 90 children at once 
andhas already helped 2,500chil- 
dren aged between newborns and 
five-year-olds since its founding 
in 1985. 

Children are either found a new 
family or reconciled with their 
birth families, once adequate con- 
ditions are achieved. 


School renovation 
programme gets 
fresh € 600 mn in 
financing 


The European Investment 
Bank has approved a request 
from state firm Parque Escolar 
for €600 million in financing for 
the second phase of the govern- 
ment programme to renovate 
secondary schools across Por- 
tugal, according to the bank’ s 
website. 


Parque Escolar received 
€300 million from the bank last 
year for the first phase of the 
programme aimed to renovate 
a total of 332 high schools by 
the 2014-2015 academic year. 

The second phase has a total 
budget of €2.7 billion.

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Lesbian couples could resort to 



artificial insemination 


Last week's controversial approval of same- 
sex marriages has created a loophole for 
lesbian couples to resort to 'assisted 
reproduction' asthe current law, which was 
drawn up in 2006 stipulatesconditionsfor 
artificial insemination, butdoesnot 
establish differences between gay and 
heterosexual couples. 


Portuguese legislation for medi- 
cally assisted procreation (PMA) 
states that “only married people” 
and “those of different sexes who 
have been living in common-law 
marriage for at least two years” are 
eligible for artificial insemination 
through the National Health Serv- 
ice. 

In other words, until now, irre- 
spective of their sexual orientation, 
single women were not allowed to 
apply for PMA. 

According to legal experts Rui 
Rangel and Paulo Sarago^a da 
Malta, who were approached by 
Portuguese newspaper /oma/ de 
Noticias (JN), taking into account 
that Law 32 of 2006 does not dif- 
ferentiate the sex of the couple in 
article 6, regarding the sex of the 
‘married couple’ , it opens the door 
for married lesbians to access ar- 
tificial insemination. 

It also facilitates access to sur- 


rogate pregnancies , where another 
woman carries the baby full term 
and hands it over at birth, giving 
up all maternal rights at the time. 

However, another law decreed 
in parliament states no health pro- 
fessional is obliged to cooperate 
in a PMA, as long as they specify 
their reasons, and because of this 
the Board of Medics (OM) has 
said it will be keeping a close eye 
on “the legislator’s next steps”. 

“In due time, after analysing 
the matter and obtaining clarifica- 
tion on the respective law, we will 
give our opinion”, said Pedro 
Nunes, chairman of the OM. 

Contrary to other European 
countries, like Spain, where any 
woman can access PMA, Portu- 
guese rules and regulations are 
much more restrictive. 

At arecent count, in 2007, 450 
artificial insemination treatments 
were carried out in Portugal . 


Thousands of fathers 
remain unknown 


More than 150,000 Portu- 
guese citizens are the offspring 
of an unknown father, whose 
name has been left off their ID 
cards. 

The majority of children 
whose fathers’ names were left 
off their ID cards are today, on 
average, aged 35 or over. As 
time has gone it has become 
obvious that being the child of 
an unknown father is a reality 
that the law needed to address. 

Recent developments in law 
and science have significantly 
diminished the number of ‘uni- 
dentified father’ cases, thanks 
to DNA paternity tests that are 
now demanded by courts. 

Even so, according to data 
from the Ministry of Justice 
(MJ), sent to Lusa News 
Agency, today, over 8,000 chil- 
dren under the age of 1 5 do not 
have defined paternity. 

“In many cases disagree- 


ments between parents, risky 
behaviour or social factors [like 
children being born out of wed- 
lock prior to 1976] lead to the 
father’ s name being left off the 
birth certificate”, the MJ said. 

Prior to the April 25‘*' revo- 
lution, in 1974, it was illegal for 
a child to be born out of wed- 
lock and many women brought 
up their children by themselves . 

Of the 151,889 Portuguese 
who do not have a fathers ’ name 
on their birth certificates, 
108,195 (around 70 percent) 
are over the age of 35 . 

Today, cases of fatherly re- 
jection are rare and will con- 
tinue to be so by legal imposi- 
tion following an alteration to 
the Civil Code in 1976 which 
aims to safeguard the funda- 
mental rights of children. 

Currently, thanks to modem 
science, the number of people 
seeking paternity tests has risen.

Minister Santos Silva claims 
the cuts will save “tens of mil- 
lions of euros” in public funds. 
Despite the cuts, “all military 
missions will be fulfilled.” 

Portuguese military partici- 
pate in European Union, NATO 
or UN operations in 1 1 different 
locations, including Kosovo, 
Bosnia, Somalia and Afghani- 
stan. 

Portugal’s army is 40,000 
strong, presently. Santos Silva 
noted that “the quality of the 
Armed Forces’ performance” is 
not directly linked to its num- 
bers. He added that in the 1960s 
the army employed 1 50,000 and, 
as recently as ten years ago, it still 
numbered 80,000 people.

Parliament voted against a Communist- 
sponsored censure motion againstthe 
minority Socialist government's austerity 
policies last Friday with the help of the 
centre-right opposition's decision to 
abstain. 


The no-confidence motion is 
the fifth faced by Prime Minis- 
ter Jose Socrates, but the first 
since he lost his parliamentary 
majority in elections last year. 

Despite the virtual certainty 
the motion would fail. Commu- 
nist chief whip Bernardino Soares 
said before voting it had the vir- 
tue of “obliging all the parties to 
clarify their stance towards the 
government and this is a great gain 
in transparency in democratic 
political life”. 

By contrast. Socialist bench 
leader Francisco Assis described 
the initiative as an act “of pro- 


found political irresponsibility” 
at a time of economic and finan- 
cial crisis for Portugal. 

The main opposition Social 
Democrats, who have negotiated 
support for the government’s 
austerity spending cuts and tax 
increases, have said the adminis- 
tration deserves censure, but that 
it did not want to add “political 
crisis” to the country’ s economic 
plight by toppling Socrates. 

The rightist Popular Party 
also abstained, while the Feft Bloc 
and the Greens voted in favour of 
the motion.

Gov't expects to 
spend millions on 
2011 Census 


The Portuguese government is expecting 
tospend around€43 million on its 
national Census201 1 operation, which 
will be carried out as of March or April 
next year, according to the Minister for 
Presidency, Pedro Silva Pereira. 


Speaking after the com- 
memorations of the National 
Statistic Institute (INE)’ s 75th 
Anniversary, Minister Pereira 
said preparation work for the 
operation is “ongoing” and that 
costs are estimated to be in the 
region of €43 million. 

In total, between 2006 and 
2013, some €53 million has been 
spend on the project associated 
to the Census 2011 operation, 
according to an announcement 
made in May last year by the 
former State Secretary for the 
Presidency and the Council of 
Ministers, Jorge Eacao. 

Census teams should be on 
the ground between March and 
April 2011. 

“Until then, we need to pre- 
pare all the technology, form 
teams and design the question- 
naires”, Minister Pereira added, 
saying it is “of enormous im- 
portance, which implies sig- 
nificant investment, because it 
is necessary to recruit human 
resources from all over the 
country and guarantee their 
monitoring to ensure the cred- 
ibility of all data”. 

Pedro Silva Pereira further 


stressed that the government is 
conscious of the “challenges, 
demands and necessities” that 
the INE is faced with and ac- 
knowledged that the institute 
“has never refused a request to 
boost its human resources”. 

“The pressure applied on the 
INE is, more than anything, all 
to do withhumanresources. We 
need qualified manpower, and 
procedures are ongoing to rein- 
force these resources, espe- 
cially in more critical areas”, the 
Minster guaranteed, 

complimenting the INE’ s con- 
tribution to the “credibility and 
trust in Portuguese institutions 
and Portugal’ s economy”. 

Alda Carvalho, President of 
the INE, stressed that “these 
present times are not easy for 
statistical organisms”, from 
which improved and more de- 
tailed statistics are demanded to 
increase the amount of available 
information, particularly during 
a time of crisis. 

She said that the INE needed 
to be able to offer “attractive and 
competitive work conditions” 
to maintain a stable and compe- 
tent staff core.

Greenpeace activists blocked access to the 
year-old Pingo Doce supermarket in 
Lisbon'sCaisdo Sodre on Wednesday this 
week, in an attempt to raise awareness 
amongst shoppers and "pressure" the 
group'sowner, Jeronimo Martins, into 
"guaranteeing the sustainability of the 
fish that it sells". 


With less than one percent of 
the world’s oceans protected, 
the environmental organization 
says it is “urgent” to stop being 
complacent about destructive 
fishing practices that have al- 
ready lead to the collapse of one 
of their of commercial fish stocks 
and act to halt the loss of the plan- 
et’ s marine life. 

“These supermarkets spend 
millions on advertising but refuse 
to take responsibility for the fish 
being sold in their stores”, ex- 
plained the coordinator of 
Greenpeace’ s Oceans Campaign 
in Portugal, Lanka Horstink. 

An official source from the 
Jeronimo Martins Group said 
that it “fully complied with the 
EU’ s legal imperatives regarding 
fishing politics”, adding that the 


fish sold in its stores followed the 
laws as they are defined. 

Greenpeace said “it is funda- 
mental that this retailer alters its 
business strategy to incorporate 
not only profit but also to ad- 
dress the interests of its clients 
in having fish in the future”. 

Greenpeace’ s third supermar- 
ketranking survey, which analy- 
ses fish shopping practices 
amongst Portugal’ s food distri- 
butions chains, concluded that 
the Jeronimo Martins Group 
was “once again classified as the 
worst” as “it insists in limiting its 
performance regarding compli- 
ance with the law”. 

According to Lanka Horstink, 
with the current annual fishing 
quotas for Europe being estab- 
lished at an average of 48 percent

The intramural discussions 
ended late Tuesday in ameeting, 
described as sometimes heated 
by participants, of Prime Min- 
ister Socrates and Socialist MPs 
with attention focused on the in- 
dependent candidacy of veteran 
Socialist parliamentarian 
Manuel Alegre. 

S ocialist bench leader Eran- 
cisco Assis said there were “no 
mi norities ormajorities” within 
the party as far as maverick 
Alegre was concerned, but that 
he was convinced the party 
would unite behind whomever 


Jose Socrates named as the can- 
didate on Sunday. 

All the MPs had demon- 
strated their “commitment to 
unity regardless of their current 
preferences”, Assis said. 

Most observers expected the 
ruling party to back Manuel 
Alegre, who split the Socialist 
vote as an independent presiden- 
tial candidate in 2006, when he 
was placed second behind con- 
servative victor Cavaco Silva, 
but ahead of the Socialist’s for- 
mal flag -bearer, former President 
Mario Soares. 


A poet and fiery orator linked 
to the Socialist leftwing, Alegre 
has cultivated ties with other 
leftist parties since the last elec- 
tion. 

President Cavaco Silva has 
yet to announce whether he will 
stand for a second and final con- 
secutive five-year term, but was 
expected to do so. 

Since Portugal’ s democracy- 
restoring Carnation Revolution 
in 1974, incumbent presidents 
have always won a second man- 
date.

Whilethe word 'crisis' 
remains firmly 
embedded inthe 
vocabulary of every day 
conversations, 
taxpayers learnt this 
week that MPs have 
this year been awarded 
additional fundsto 
covertheirgrowing 
expenses.

EC seeks high 
privacy standards in 
EU-US data 
protection agreement 



The European Commission on Wednesday 
adopted a draft mandate to negotiate a 
personal data protection agreement 
between the European Union and the 
United States when cooperating to fight 
terrorism or crime. 


The aim is to ensure ahigh level 
of protection of personal informa- 
tion such as passenger data or fi- 
nancial information that is trans- 
ferred as part of transatlantic co- 
operationregarding criminal mat- 
ters. 

The agreement will enhance the 
right of citizens to access, rectify 
or delete data, where appropriate. 
EU citizens will receive the right 
to seek judicial redress intheUS if 
their data is unlawfully processed. 


Independent public authorities 
are to be given a stronger role in 
helping people exercise their pri- 
vacy rights and in supervising 
transatlantic data transfers. 

The Council must approve the 
Commission’ s negotiating man- 
date before talks can begin. The 
EuropeanParliament willbe fully 
informed at all stages of the nego- 
tiations and will have to give its 
consent to the outcome of the ne- 
gotiations.

National Police Union Sinapol believes 
thatall police officers should have 
adequate training for driving in cases of 
emergency and that it should be paid for 
by the government, however, in Portugal 
this is not common practice so officers are 
forcedto payfor specialised driving 
courses out of their own pockets. 


Being capable of driving at high 
speed could help a police officer 
accomplish his or her mission as 
well as avoiding an accident. But 
those who want to learn this skill 
have to pay for it out of their own 
pockets, and as a consequence, in 
many cases the drivers are not 
properly trained. 

Viaits Centre for Police Tech- 
niques, Sinpol holds three types 
of ‘emergency’ driving courses: 
defensive, advanced and defen- 
sive, and advanced. 

Each course lasts three days 
and cost around €490, teaching 
police drivers how to avoid ob- 
stacles safely and drive fast with- 
out putting lives at risk. 

Instructor Mario Belo told 
Lusa News Agency “it’ s not for 
everyone”. 

“Officers arrive here knowing 
how to operate a vehicle, but not 
really knowing how to drive”, he 
said, adding “by the end of the 
course, they have aperception of 
how to dominate a vehicle”. 

During the course officers per- 
fect their skills behind the wheel. 


in everyday missions like chas- 
ing a suspect, helping a collegue, 
intervening in violent crimes, and 
arriving at a crime scene. 

The techniques taught, Mario 
Belo explained, are the same, ir- 
respective of the type of vehicle 
that is being driven or its safety 
mechanisms. For that reason, for 
the course, which is held at the 
Estoril Race Track, both new and 
old vehicles are used, with and 
without safety mechanisms like 
the ABS breaking systems. 

Americo Carvalho, a police 
officer and course pupil, said he 
also thought all officers should 
have the training, which “looks 
easy but isn’t”, and lamented the 
fact that he had to pay for it him- 
self. 

“We don’t earn very much, 
but this is very important train- 
ing for us. We can save lives and 
not have accidents ; driving at high 
speed without putting others at 
risk is not easy”. 

Only the Personal Safety Po- 
lice Core offers this type of train- 
ing to its officers.

Majority of stores sell 
alcohol to under- 16 s 

[1 Carrie-Marie Bratley According to an investigation conducted by consumer rights watchdog DECO, more 
than half of all stores in Portugal, licensed to sell alcohol, which were visited by the 
organisation during its research sold alcoholic beveragesto under-16s. 



Despite being against the law, 
the maj ority of venues visited by 
DECO sold alcoholic drinks to 
youths aged between 12 and 15. 
These included super and hyper- 
markets, cafes, fast-food restau- 
rants and snackbars. 

In 54 out of 97 visits carried out 
anonymously by the watchdog, 
under- 16s were able to purchase 
an alcoholic beverage. DECO is 
now campaigning for tighter laws 
regarding alcohol sales and boost- 
ing the legal drinking age to 1 8 . 

The association further 
warned that in 26 cases, even af- 
ter verifying the client was under 
the age of 16 and despite warn- 
ings posted within the establish- 
ment, employees still sold them 
alcohol. 

Out of the 78 cafes and patis- 
series, fast-food restaurants, su- 
permarkets and hypermarkets, it 
was in the two latter establish- 
ments that youths found it easi- 
est to purchase alcoholic drinks. 

In DECO’s opinion, the out- 
come of its investigation rein- 
forces the need for Portugal’s 
health and safety agency AS AE 
to clamp down on alcohol-selling 
stores. 

Since 2002, to the present day 
AS AE has registered only 2 1 of- 
fences involving minors buying 
or consuming alcohol in public 
places. 

Though minor offences docu- 
mented rose to over 1 ,000. 

DECO is pushing for the gov- 
ernment to ‘urgently approve’ 
measures drawn up in a ‘National 
Plan for the Reduction of Prob- 
lems Relating to Alcohol’ , which 


initially aimed to start showing 
results by 2012. 

The activation of the plan has 
been “delayed by more than a 
year due to political set-backs”. 

Only in April this year was a 
dedicated organism responsible 
for applying the plan created. 

One of the proposals included 
in the plan is the prohibition of 
the sale and consumption of al- 
cohol to under- 18s. 

“At 1 6 youths are very vulner- 
able to the assimilation of alco- 
hol and its more serious effects, 
which can lead to risk-taking be- 
haviour”, DECO warned. 

Portugal’s consumer watch- 
dog sent the conclusions of its 
investigation to ASAE and has 
appealed to the government to 
press on with its plan for reduc- 
ing alcohol-related problems. 

Another of the measures fore- 
seen by the plan to prevent ex- 
cessive behaviour is to limit the 
alcohol intake of new drivers by 
lowering their legal tolerance, as 
40 percent of youths killed on 
roads are found to have been 
drinking. 

DECO further stressed the 
importance of awareness-raising 
campaigns for both parents and 
young men and women. 

The study confirmed that 40 
percent of youths involved in the 
exercise admitted they had 
started drinking between 14 and 
17 years of age. 

The number of 13 -year-olds 
confessing to having been drunk 
twice a month rose by two per- 
cent in 2007. Amongst 18-year- 
olds the figure rose by 12 percent. 


Last year, the Institute for 
Drugs and Drug Dependency 
(IDT) called for the raising of the 
drinking age from 16to 18, though 
the move has been accused of 
being hypocritical and that inad- 
equate monitoring of the situation 
coupled with allowing young 
teens into night clubs will render 
the measure largely ineffective 

Should Portugal agree to en- 
force this measure, the country 
will be mirroring the majority of 
its European counterparts as 
only Italy and some regions in 
Spain still legally allow the con- 
sumption of alcohol to under- 
18s. 

The focus on teen drinking has 
been spurred by results from a 
Second National Survey for the 
Consumption of Psycho-active 
Substances in the Population, 
which revealed almost half of all 
youngsters who were included in 
the study, aged between 15 and 
24, admitted to binge-drinking at 
least once in 2007. 

In 2001, the Eirst National 
Survey revealed that 30 per cent 
of Portugal’s 15 to 17 age group 
had experimented with alcohol. 


By 2007, that figure had gone 
up to 40 per cent. 

Binge-drinking, defined as 
more than six drinks in one ses- 
sion for a man and four drinks per 
woman, is also on the increase, 
with 48.3 per cent of tho se inter- 
viewed, aged between 1 5 and 24, 
admitting to excessive alcohol 
consumption. 

Arguing that the only people 
to benefit from the plan to raise 
the drinking age would be super- 
markets and petrol station con- 
venience stores (“as this is where 
youngsters will resort to, to buy 
their alcohol”), Antonio Eonseca, 
chairman of the Oporto Bar and 
Nightclub Association sug- 
gested last year that the only way 
to stop under- 18s from drinking 
alcohol is to forbid them from 
entering bars and clubs, which is 
not being proposed in the legis- 
lation. 

In a list of 1 77 countries, com- 
piled by the World Health Or- 
ganisation, Portugal ranks 10th 
regarding per capita alcohol con- 
sumption, with an average con- 
sumption of 11.5 litres of pure 
alcohol per inhabitant per year. 
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Gun possession 
rife in Portugal 



There are currently around 2.6 million guns 
in Portugal, half of which are illegal, 
enough for one in every four Portuguese to 
own one. 


These startling figures were 
released by the Centre for Social 
Studies (CES) of Coimbra Uni- 
versity, who carried out a study 
regarding weapons in Portugal, 
which also pointed to hunting 
weapons as the preferred choice 
among Portuguese. 

An analysis of the internal fire- 
arms trafficking and import fig- 
ures showed that part of the ille- 
gal weapons being used in Portu- 
gal originated from the legal mar- 
ket: “between 2004 and 2007, 
5,913 firearms were stolen or 
lost, an average of four weapons 
per day” noted the study. 

According to the Weapons 
and Explosives Department 
there are currently 2.6 million 
firearms in civilian possession, 
1.4 million being legal and 1.2 
million illegal. Shotguns are the 
most sought after weapons, rep- 
resenting 57 percent of all pur- 
chases, with Portuguese also im- 
porting pistols (25 percent of all 
imported weapons) and rifles (10 
percent). The biggest exporting 
countries sending weapons to 
Portugal are Germany, Belgium, 
Brazil, Spain, USA, Italy and 
Turkey. 

Regarding licenses, a total of 
445,360 licenses for firearm use 
were issued between 2004 and

troops in 
Afghanistan 
maybe 
subbed by 
instructors - 
General 

Portugal maysoon begin 
substituting its combat 
troops in Afghanistan with 
military and police training 
units. Armed Forces Chief 
of Staff Gen. Luis Valenga 
Pinto said last week. 

He said the change could take 
place in the next rotation slated 
for September and could mean a 
reduction in the size of the Por- 
tuguese contingent. 

General V alen^a Pinto said the 
alteration in the character of de- 
ployed forces had been requested 
of all the allies serving under 
NATO command in Afghani- 
stan, but still required a “politi- 
cal decision” in Lisbon as far as 
Portuguese troops are concerned. 

The allied IS AE forces, he said, 
wanted to begin giving priority to 
the training of Afghan soldiers 
and police. 

Portugal currently has 268 
mostly rapid deployment troops 
serving in Afghanistan.

Couple used 
children to 
sell drugs 

PSP announced the 
arrest of two men and 
two women, suspected 
of drug trafficking, this 
week. They were caught 
dealing drugs red 
handed after a month 
long investigation, which 
ended with three house 
searches in Queluz, 
Rinchoa and Outurela. 

According to the PSP, the 
criminals were a family who 
sold drugs in the Queluz area, 
with a couple using their sev- 
enteen year old daughter and 
nine year old son to deliver the 
drugs. The minor frequently 
sold to buyers whilst being 
watched closely by his senior 
family members. The arrested 
suspects are aged between 17 
and 35. 

During the operation, 80 
grams of drugs, €300 in cash, 
digital scales and several instm- 
ments used to prepare dmgs for 
direct sale were seized. 
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Lisbon gets Madrid’s guarantee on high-speed train link 




The bullet train link betweenthe 
Portuguese and Spanish capitals will 
beconcluded as scheduled in2013, 
despitespending cutsannounced by 
Madrid, accordingto Lisbon's Public 
Works Ministry. 


A ministry official told Lusa 
News Agency that Lisbon had 
been given guarantees from Ma- 
drid that its announced one-year 
postponement for all motorway 
and railway projects would not 
affect construction of the bullet 
train line linking the two cities. 

Antonio Mendon 9 a, Portu- 
gal’s Minister for Public W orks, 
Transport and Communications, 
who spoke by telephone last 
Thursday with his Spanish coun- 
terpart, Jose Blanco, said he was 
given “guarantees” that Ma- 
drid’s belt-tightening spending 
cuts would “not affect the com- 
mitments” with Lisbon, the offi- 
cial said. 

While Spain has already begun 
building the initial phase of its 
part of the high-speed line, Lis- 
bon signed its construction con- 
tract last Saturday with the Elos 
consortium, led by Brisa and 
Soares da Costa. 

As part of its own austerity 
package, Portugal’s Socialist 
government announced earlier 
that it would postpone by two 
years building the high-speed 
train links between Lisbon and 
northern Oporto and onto Vigo 


in Spain. 

In a related story, a senior of- 
ficial has reiterated the Portu- 
guese government’s intention to 
re-launch the international tender 
for construction of the last 
stretch of the future Lisbon- 
Madrid bullet train line, includ- 
ing its Tagus bridge link, within 
six months. 

The State Secretary for Trans- 
portation, Carlos Correia da 
Fonseca, said this week that the 
government’s decision to post- 
pone the tender by six months 
had two objectives: stabilization 
of international financial markets 
and increased EU funding for the 
project. 

He said the delay would allow 
Lisbon to boost Brussels’ share 
of the proj ect to €500 million from 
the current commitment of € 1 70 
million. 

The government has said its 
two-year postponement in build- 
ing the Lisbon-Oporto bullet 
train line with connections onto 
Vigo in Spain would permit it to 
transfer EU funds to the priority 
Lisbon-Madrid line, which 
should be concluded in 20 1 3 .

TAP and Air China 
agree code-share 
from summer 


As of this summer Portu- 
guese national airline TAP and 
Air China will together be is- 
suing tickets between China 
and Europe, according to a dip- 
lomatic source. 

The code-sharing agree- 
ment was reached this week in 
Beijing and will connect four 
European cities to which TAP 
flies, to two large Chinese me- 
tropolises, Beijing and Shang- 


hai, coveredby Air China, Chi- 
na’s national flag carrier. 

According to commercial es- 
timates quoted by the source, 
around 60,000 people travel 
every year between Portugal 
and China. 

The deal comes at a good time 
for Portugal; despite the eco- 
nomic crisis, lastyearthe coun- 
try’s exports to China were up 
by more than 20 percent. 
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The Telling Hour is Now Upon Us 

After a period of agonising over the collapse of global real estate values and the 
banks, problems seemingly disappeared behind the smoke screens generated by 
unthinkablefinancial sums generated across our world. Gold prices continued to 
climb to record levels and global equity markets rebounded quite unexpectedly from 
off of the blood stained floor. One couldn't help but be concerned that, in reality, 
unemployment was still rising and growth failed to materialise as swiftly. 


The screens have been lifted 
and these problems (rather, 
the debt load) firstly moved 
into the private sector where 
record numbers of personal 
insolvencies were declared. 
Now, and to no great surprise, 
national sovereign states are 
now left holding the baby. 

T oday , poking the public in 
the posterior is the word “aus- 
tere”. 

To avoid regurgitating a the- 
saurus, this qualifies as a com- 
bination of sharp cut backs on 
public spending and steep in- 
creases on taxation. Before 
governments were hit with the 
sovereign debt issue, we were 
all assured that this would not 
affect us today and would be- 
fall the next generation. I’m 
afraid, the hour is upon us. 

The key features of public 
cuts include public sector pay 
cuts and freeze s . In the UK and 
Portugal, politicians and other 
senior public servants will be 
taking immediate cuts in pay 
of 5% followed by 15% in 
Spain for the equivalent func- 
tionary groups. 

To highlight tax increases, 
capital gains tax in the UK is 
tipped to increase from the flat 
rate of 1 8% to 40% and 50% 
under the new coalition. Por- 
tugal has decreed a “crisis tax” 
to include a 2.5 percentage 
point rise in corporate tax to 
27.5 per cent on annual prof- 
its above €2m. They also an- 
nounced a one percentage 
point increase in value-added 
tax to 2 1 per cent and increases 
of up to 1 .5 per cent in income 
tax. 

From this immediate reac- 
tionary period of austerity 


measures across Europe, its loss 
of centrality also reflects its fail- 
ings and the European project 
could be perceived as foundering. 
Greece is the most pronounced 
problem, one brought about by 
its own extravagance and a weak 
EU leadership that permitted it 
to live beyond its means and vio- 
late the terms under which the 
Euro was established. The may- 
hem has been made worse by 
Germany dithering with timid re- 
sponses from European institu- 
tions and governments. The Euro 
couldbe one of the casualties but 
that is only one scenario. 

Having now brought you up to 
speed, throughout this era of 
macro-economic and micro-po- 
litical turmoil we will continue to 
endure fundamental changes that 
we cannot hide from any more. 
Changes are not simply constant 
but now absolute (for some time 
anyway). 

W e have been set upon by fun- 
damentalism in all its forms 
across the globe, as well as lived 
through the first afro-american 
president to be the sworn in as 
Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States whilst the first, al- 
most effortless, coalition govern- 
ment in Britain has been formed 
since the Second World War. 

Without associating myself 
too simply with the aforemen- 
tioned leaders (who are all under 
50 years of age, might I add), as 
an advisor in the 2U* century, 
more than ever, I have to under- 
stand these chameleon-like glo- 
bal matters and where they are 
heading. 

Y es, we’ve heard it all before, 
past performance doesn’t guar- 
antee future events, but we 
shouldn’t forget that whatever 


adverse challenges we are faced 
with, our creative senses and 
survival instincts become 
sharper and our clarity of vision 
becomes clearer. 

Like all of us, I can apply gen- 
eral and cautionary measures to 
my advice for those that are 
prepared to take objective and 
professional opinion. Mostly, 
these are gathered through gen- 
eral research and also qualified 
and expert analysis from my 
senior colleagues and peers. I 
also learn from listening to my 
clients who have a wealth of liv- 
ing knowledge to share. Putting 
you into my shoes, we also 
have the choice to embrace the 
changes for the better in the 
hope we are reaching our hum- 
ble objectives.

New sovereign debt issued 


Portugal’ s sovereign debtman- 
agement agency IGCP on 
Wednesday staged anew Treas- 
ury bond auction. The indicative 
value forthe auctionis inthe€500 
million-€l billionrange. 

The five-year bonds, that were 
auctioned on Wednesday, expire 
in October 20 1 5 , with a 3 . 3 5 per- 
cent base interest rate. 

Earlier this week, IGCP issued 
€5 00 million in treasury bills, ex- 
piring in February 2011. 

Meanwhile, a delegation of 
Portuguese companies told Prime 


Minister Jose Socrates this week 
that the nation’s debt crisis is dis- 
turbing the private sector’s fi- 
nancing, and may disrupt invest- 
ment abroad. 

Mr. Socrates spoke to repre- 
sentatives of 20 Portuguese com- 
panies in preparation for his trip 
to Brazil and V enezuela, later in 
the week. 

According to Luis Filipe 
Pereira, CEO of electronics firm 
EFACEC, the debt crisis was on 
top ofthe agenda. “If s a lot harder 
now, because interest rates and 


rate spreads are higher [for Por- 
tuguese companies], and the im- 
plied risk [of investing] is there- 
fore bigger”, he told LusaNews 
Agency. 

Pereira added that Portuguese 
companies see “opportunities” 
in Brazil with “two maj or events 
upcoming”, the 2014 soccer 
World Cup and the 2016 Olym- 
pic Games. “We don’t have a 
problem at EFACEC, but forthe 
rest of Portuguese industry, [fi- 
nancing] is an issue.” 
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EC convenes legal expert group 
to seek solutions on contract law 


The European Commission, 
seeking to boost cross-border 
trade and to ensure strong rights 
for consumers, has convened a 
new expert group to propose 
ways to improve contract law in 
the European Union. 

The group of 18 contract law 
experts, lawyers and consumer 
representatives met for the first 


time today in Brussels. 

The Commission will launch a 
public consultation on the most 
appropriate way forward to im- 
prove coherence in contract law in 
the summer, it said in a statement. 

A possible solution couldbe an 
optional European contract law 
(or ‘28th system’). For example, 
an Irish retailer dealing with a 


French supplier, who is unfamil- 
iarwithFrenchlaw, could optfor 
European law for the contract. 

In addition, a Polish consumer 
shopping on the Internet could 
push a ‘blue button’ on the 
website and choose the European 
contract law instrument, which 
would guarantee a high level of 
consumer protection. 



Portuguese owe 
millions in outstanding 
eondominium fees 



So far the total amount of outstanding condominium payments over 
six-months old owed by Portuguese homeowners is in excess of €200 
million, which expertspredictwill worsen with time, because ofthe 
economiccrisisand rife unemployment. 


A lack of laws and civic culture 
are also being highlighted as the 
main reasons as to why the debt 
is so high. 

Besides the crisis, the sale of 
homes with unpaid condominium 
debts and the lack of concern in 
maintaining semi-public spaces 
have further contributed to the 
money owing, which has snow- 
balled into a problem that is dog- 
ging families who do comply with 
payments as well as draining 
funds for the proper upkeep of 
buildings. 

“It is not possible to give an 
exact figure, butmedium and long- 
term condominium debts will be 
in excess of €200 million”, 
Antonio Souto Pereira, who is at 
the helm of the Portuguese As- 
sociation for Condominium 
Management and Administra- 
tions Companies (APEGAC), 
whichrepresents 150 companies 
in the sector. 

The problem, according to ex- 


perts, is more evident in urban 
areas, predominantly inhabited 
by families with medium and low 
incomes, but it is affecting all so- 
cial classes. 

“Few are the condominiums 
where money is not owed, even 
in those considered to be medium 
to high class”, explained Souto 
Pereira. 

A study by consumer rights 
watchdog DECO, carried out at 
the beginning of this year 
amongst 2,300 associates, re- 
vealed that for more than 60 per- 
cent of those surveyed outstand- 
ing condominium debts were the 
main reasons for disagreements 
over the past five years. 

According to the head of the 
APEGAC, properties being sold 
with outstanding condominium 
fees are another main contributor 
to the debt. 

“Particularly serious are the 
debts belonging to ex-proprie- 
tors, that is, those who sell their 


properties and move out of build- 
ings without settling their condo- 
miniumbills first”. 

Portuguese law as it stands 
does not make it compulsory for 
home-sellers to present a decla- 
ration from the condominium ad- 
ministration confirming the ab- 
sence of outstanding debt. 

The APEGAC has demanded 
more regulation of condominium 
management and administration 
companies; a sector that is pres- 
ently growing. It currently com- 
prises more than three thousand 
companies, professional and 
amateur and increased regulation 
is hoped to separate “the wheat 
from the chaff’. 

In DECO ’ s survey, one fourth 
of the people interviewed said 
they had, over the past five years, 
come across dishonest adminis- 
trators, and only 1 8 percent said 
they were summoned to meet- 
ings by registered mail, as stipu- 
lated by law. 
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Brazil ready to help ‘lift’ Portuguese

Portuguese and Brazilian leaders have agreed to 
bolster trade and investment ties at a time of crisis 
in Europe and of surging growth and influence in 
the Latin American powerhouse. 





Counting the cost of lax telecom law

The European Commission's latest (1 5th) annual report on the Single European Electronic 
Communications Market shows that consumers, businesses and the EU economy as a whole are denied 
the full economic benefits of a truly single and competitive EU-wide telecoms market because of 
inconsistent application of EU telecoms rules. 


Prime Minister Jose Soerates 
and President Lula da Silva sealed 
the new dynamie in the tradition- 
ally strong trans-Atlantie rela- 
tionship last week during a blitz 
summit in Lisbon at whieh seven 
eooperation aeeords were signed. 

“If anything marks the rela- 
tions between the two eountries, 
it is that we have moved to a phase 
of eeonomie affirmation”, Portu- 
gal’ s Soerates said, pointing to 
reeent Brazilian investment in the 
eountry. 

“Times [of erisis] require ofus 
an engagement in this domain”, he 
added. 

Da Silva, who ended a week- 
long trip to five eountries with a 
six -hour visit to Lisbon, said he 
was “pleased” that the two 
Lusophone eountries were “fi- 
nally joined in an extraordinary 
thing”, with Brazil in a position 
to “help lift the Portuguese 
eeonomy”. 

The world faeed a “unique” 
eeonomie and fmaneial erisis at a 
time when Brazil is seeing an “ex- 
eeptional moment” of growth, he 
said, reealling that in reeent, pre- 
erisis years Portuguese eompa- 
nies had invested €20 billion in 
Brazil. 

The two leaders’ eomments 
eame after government and busi- 
ness delegations signed seven 
eooperation agreements during 
the 1 0th Lisbon-Brasilia summit, 
among them an aeeord between 
the two eountries’ oil eompanies, 
Galp Energia and Petrobras, to 
invest€357 million inabiofuels 
projeet. 

Also in the energy seetor, they 
agreed to pool teehnieal and sei- 
entifie resourees for researeh in 
the deep Atlantie. 

Other aeeords, dealt with a 
eommon fight against gender in- 


equalities and doping in sports, 
and eooperation between Portu- 
gal and Rio de Janeiro State in 
solid waste management. 

Meanwhile, the Portuguese 
Prime Minister Jose Soerates 
was this week paying offieial vis- 
its to Brazil and Venezuela, 
where he met the two eountries’ 
presidents. 

Prime Minister Soerates was 
expeeted to diseuss trade and 
energy issues with Brazil’ s Lula 
da Silva and Venzuela’s Hugo 
Chavez. 

The first leg of his visit will 
take him to Sao Paulo and Rio de 
Janeiro on Thursday and Friday, 
where his talks with da Silva will 
follow up on last week’ s bilateral 
summit in Lisbon. 

Mr Soerates then flies to Ca- 
raeas on Saturday, whieh he vis- 
ited for the first time in 2008. 

In his meetings with Hugo 
Chavez, the prime minister was 
expeeted to diseuss energy 
poliey, partieularly in regard to 
renewable energy teehno logy. 

Lisbon’s Eeonomy Minister 
Jose Vieira da Silva reeently said 
Portuguese eompanies have the 
know-howto assist Venezuela in 
that area. 

The Venezuela trip was de- 
eided in a reeent phone eonver- 
sation between Prime Minister 
Soerates and President Chavez, 
aeeording to a Caraeas foreign 
offieememo. 

That eonversation was a result 
of the “permanent high level dia- 
logue between the two govern- 
ments”, andboth leaders eommit- 
tedto “mutually help eaeh other 
to mitigate the effeets [of the glo- 
bal fmaneial erisis] and stimulate 
eeonomie growth paired with 
soeial justiee”, the memo stated. 
TPN/Lusa 


The report indieates that most 
Member States’ markets have 
beeome more eompetitive, but 
remain national in dimension and 
that the level of eompetitiveness 
varies strongly between Member 
States. 

This is why the European Com- 
mission’ s Digital Agenda for Eu- 
rope ealls for swift and eonsistent 
enforeement of existing teleeoms 
rules and indieates that the Com- 
mission intends to propose ap- 
propriate steps to reduee the eost 
of the absenee of a Single Market 
in teleeoms serviees. 


In2009, Portugal adoptednew 
laws to promote the roll-out of 
NGA networks. One of them 
envisaged the imposition of a 
eost-oriented, open and non-dis- 
eriminatory aeeess obligation to 
publie utilities’ infrastrueture, 
suitable for teleeoms networks. 

The measures eneouraged 
most of the operators to invest 
in NGA networks in 2009. 

Use of mobile broadband 
reaehed 16.1 pereent as of Janu- 
ary 2010, whieh is the seeond 
highest in the EU and just slightly 
below fixed broadband penetra- 


tion (18.6 pereent). In 2009, 
mobile penetration grew by nine 
pereentage points to 46.2 per- 
eent, the seeond highest in the 


EU. As of July 2008, 41.3 per- 
eent of subseribers were using a 
provider other than the ineum- 
bent for fixed serviees. 
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Lisbon drops six places to 
36 th in free trade ranking 

Portugal fell sixplacesto rank36th among 125 
countriesgraded bythe World Economic Forum in 
terms of free trade conditions, according to a report 
issued this week. 


While maintaining the 4.6 
points out of a possible seven 
it gained in 2009, Portugal 
dropped to 36th plaee from 


30th in the 2010 ranking that 
again saw Singapore leadingthe 
free trade paek. 
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Abu Dhabi rally ace speaks about comeback at Portugal Rally

make his FIA World Rally 
Championship (WRC) 

comeback at Rally de Portugal 
this weekend. A1 Qassimi’ s 
return to the BP-Ford Abu Dhabi 
team comes as the record-breaking 
outfit looks to overturn a five 
point deficit to lead the 
Manufacturers’ Championship. 

A1 Qassimi - who has spent the 
last three months chasing a second 
FIA Middle East Rally Champi- 
onship (MERC) title - has been 
plying his trade on the sweeping 
gravel and desert tracks synony- 
mous with the Gulf region, some- 
thing he hopes will put him in good 
stead for the notorious Rally de 
Portugal, running 27-30‘*'May in 
the sun-kissed Algarve. 

And having notched up a 
Championship points finish in 
Portugal last year, A1 Qassimi is 
hoping to go one better and draw 
on his MERC expertise to tackle 
the fast open roads and winding 
technical sections of the 355.32 
kilometres course. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
News this week, A1 Qassimi ex- 
plains why this particular rally 
is one of his favourites and how 
he sees the weekend unfolding. 

THE PORTUGAL NEWS: 
Can you tell us what it is like 
competing at Rally de Portugal, 
how does the terrain differ from 
other events, what are the unique 
challenges that you will face? 


Khaled A1 Qassimi: The 

Portuguese landscape is stun- 
ning, but the terrain at this rally 
is dusty, rocky and hard on the 
cars. The gravel surfaces throw 
up challenges that push all driv- 
ers to the max, making it an exhila- 
rating experience which the heat 
just accentuates. 

What really sets Portugal apart 
though is the long tradition of ral- 
lying; the heritage of the sport 
over here is evident by the level 
of support from the home 
crowds, creating an atmosphere 
that is tough to beat. The Super 
Special Stage in the Algarve Sta- 
dium also adds a bit of an extra 
thrill and makes it a great specta- 
tor event. 

TPN : Y ou have said in the past 
that Rally Portugal was your fa- 
vourite event on the WRC calen- 
dar, can you explain why? 

A1 Qassimi: Being from Abu 
Dhabi, I have grown up in a warm 
climate, rallying on sandy and rock 
strewn roads, so Rally Portugal is 
the ideal competition as I feel more 
accustomed to the conditions. 

The last time Michael Orr (my 
co-driver) and I were here we fin- 
ished in eighth position, after 
three really successful WRC ral- 
hes where we had claimed Cham- 
pionship points in each of them. 
We were on a real high and the 
memory of that is a really posi- 
tive boost that I hope we can use 
for this year’s rally. 

TPN: You haven’t competed 
with the BP Ford Abu Dhabi 
World Rally team since Rally 
Sweden in February, what have 
you been up to? 

A1 Qassimi: This has been a 
really busy year so far. I decided 


that 2010 was going to be the year 
I challenged for the FIA Middle 
East Rally Championship 
(MERC) title since I last won it 
in 2004, so I have been compet- 
ing for Team Abu Dhabi in Qatar, 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan and Kuwait. 
Although I have been flat out, the 
extra time behind the wheel 
should really help me in the WRC 
and I am hoping to improve upon 
last year’s eighth position. 

TPN: The BP Ford Abu Dhabi 
World Rally team are currently 


in second place in the Manufac- 
turer’ s Championship, can the 
team move into the lead at Rally 
de Portugal? 

A1 Qassimi: The BP Ford 
Abu Dhabi team have finished on 
the podium four out of five times 
so far this season, so we do be- 
lieve that 20 1 0 is the year to cap- 
ture the Manufactures’ title for 
the third time. Team driver Jari- 
Matti Latvala’ s win at Rally New 
Zealand a couple of weeks ago 
was fundamental to the cam- 


paign, closing the gap on our ri- 
vals Citroen Total to only five 
points. Both Latvala and team 
mate Mikko Hirvonen excel in the 
Portuguese stage conditions, so 
we are optimistic that we can edge 
into the lead following this rally. 

TPN: What are your aspira- 
tions for the event and for the rest 
of the season? 

A1 Qassimi: The MERC 
events I have competed in so far 
present really tough gravel and 
sand conditions, in hot climates. 


so I am positive that with four 
rallies in those conditions already 
under my belt, I am in a strong 
position to challenge my closest 
rivals for championship points 
here in Portugal. 

The BP Ford Abu Dhabi engi- 
neers provide unrivalled support 
for the car and with a team like that 
behind you lean only look to im- 
prove upon an eighth place finish .

European measures to minimise dismption caused by volcanic ash 


Guidelines issued this week will help to minimise airspace closures in the event of volcanic ash reaching Europe 
without compromising safety standards, the European Commission has pledged.

These guidelines are the result 
of the European Commission, 
Eurocontrol and the European 
Aviation Safety Agency (EAS A) 
working closely together with 
airlines, regulators, and aircraft 
and engine manufacturers over 
the past month. 

The improved approach is ex- 
pected to offer Member States 
greater flexibility in deciding how 
to manage their airspace, allow- 
ing for less flight disruption while 
still ensuring the highest level of 
safety. 

In addition the Commission 
and Eurocontrol have decided to 
create a European Aviation Cri- 
sis Coordination Cell (EACCC) 
to ensure a timely response to 
any future pan-European crisis 
severely affecting aviation. 

Vice-President Siim Kallas, 
the Commissioner responsible 
for Transport, said: “This is a 
great step forward in reducing the 
impact of a natural disaster that 
has affected airlines and their 
passengers. This crisis has high- 
lighted the need for coordinated 
action at European level, and it is 
this kind of proactive develop- 
ment that will allow us to find a 
sustainable solution for dealing 
with this crisis.” 

The refined approach in- 
volves a safety reconunendation 
(safety information bulletin) by 
EASA on the basis of airspace 
zones defined by Eurocontrol. 

The zones are named after the 
colour used to indicate them on 
charts produced by the V olcanic 
Ash Advisory Centre (VAAC). 
These are a white zone where 


normal flight operations apply; 
aredzone (“enhanced procedures 
zone (b)”) in which some volcanic 
ash may be encountered, but in 
which EASA considers that 
flights can take place; a grey zone 
(“enhanced procedures zone 
(a)”) in which EASA recom- 
mends two approaches that al- 


low flights under certain condi- 
tions and a black zone (“no fly”) 
in whichEAS Arecommends ban- 
ning flights because predicted ash 
concentrations exceed acceptable 
engine manufacturer tolerance 
levels. 

The main evolution lies with a 
greater level of granularity or in 


which the system is sub-divided, 
in determining the enhanced pro- 
cedures zone, thereby establish- 
ing the grey zone. 

This will allow Member States 
greater flexibility in deciding how 
to manage their airspace, allow- 
ing for less flight disruption while 
still ensuring safety, the Euro- 


pean Commission explained. 

The London-based VAAC 
will publish charts at six-hour 
intervals. 

Eurocontrol will make these 
charts and all updates available on 
its CEMU NOP Portal: 
https://www.cfmu.euro 
control.int/PUBPORTAL/gate- 


way/spec/index.html 
Member States will publish 
the approach being used in their 
area of responsibihty and air navi- 
gation service providers will 
manage any airspace restrictions 
in coordination with the Central 
Plow Management Unit 
(CEMU). 

The EACCC will have as its 
main role to facilitate the manage- 
ment of crisis situations affect- 
ing aviation within the European 
(EC AC) region and will be acti- 
vated when circumstances be- 
yond the normal environment of 
operations are evident (e.g. vol- 
canic eruption). 

President 
sends India 
condolences 
over air 
crash 

Portuguese President 
Cavaco Silva has expressed 
his “deep shock” over the air 
crash in southern India that 
claimed nearly 1 60 lives at the 
weekend. 

In amessage on Saturday to 
his Indian counterpart, 
Pratibha Patil, Cavaco Silva 
sent Portugal’s “solidarity” 
and “sincerest condolences”.

Bus mows down two in 
Oeiras, killing woman 


Last week, a bus lost control 
in Oeiras, near the Health Cen- 
tre, and ran over two people, 
killing a fifty year old woman and 
seriously injuring a ten year old 
child, according to a statement 
released by the PSP. 

The child was immediately 
taken to the Santa Maria Hos- 
pital, in Lisbon, by an Emer- 
gency Medical Team with seri- 
ous trauma to her abdominal

The accident occurred at 
around 1 1 am on Friday 2 P* May 
when a bus, transporting a mu- 
sic band, veered into some pil- 
lars and climbed the pavement, 
running over the woman and the 
child. 

Several authorities were at the 
scene of the accident and the 
road was closed temporarily.

It occurred to me recently 
that r ve never seen a black per- 
son working in a bank, insur- 
ance company, or in any firm 
of importance except to clean 
them up. It’ s true that I live in 
Cascais, often referred to as the 
“Beverly Hills of Portugal”, but 
when I asked my banker if she 
knew of any black managers or 
tellers in Lisbon, she looked at 
me with a “ not there” blank 
stare and said, “ Um..well, I 
think I saw one, once, but I 
couldn’t be certain.” She then 
defended her bank: “We do 
have employees from Goa, and 
other former colonies.” I’m no 
history scholar, but I thought 
the ex-colonies also include 
black Africans. So where are 
they in the upper employment 
ranks? 

Now the good. Today I had 
lunch with three dynamic 
women. The topic of fitness 
came up . My friend at the ta- 
ble turned to the one woman I 
didn’t know and said, “Berta, 
tell Pat about your adventure.” 
Then this attractive grand- 
mother somewhere in her late 
50"s told me, “On my 50* birth- 


day , I became the first Portuguese 
woman to climb Mount Kiliman- 
jaro.” I sat there astounded then 
extracted as many answers her as 
etiquette allowed. Here’s the 
summary: in her 50* year Berta 
Marinho set out with a French 
group and successfully climbed 
the mountain in five days. “The 
event changed the way I looked 
at myself. It was an achievement 
I was not supposed to be able to 
do,” she said modestly and then 
asked the rest of us what we do 
for exercise. When I asked if she 
had been interviewed by the Por- 
tuguese press on her return she 
said, “No, no one asked me any- 
thing . ” F ve asked her to give a talk 
locally and will announce the 
date when it’ s set. 

Speaking of events, last Sun- 
day, Richard Zimler, the author 
of The Last Kabbalist of Lisbon 
and seven other books, spoke to 
a group of 60 gathered in a Cascais 
vegetarian restaurant. The event 
was sponsored by Democrats 
Abroad Portugal and attracted 
the new, affable US Ambassador 
to Portugal, Allan Katz and his 
wife Nancy Cohn. Zimler was 
dynamic, bright and very funny. 
One participant commented, 
“For that afternoon I felt like I 
was in New York. Let’s have 


more cultural events.” 

B ack to the ugly : last week Don 
and I were walking our two dogs 
in the park in front of our home. 
We always set out with plastic 
bags and leashed dogs, two items 
I see infrequently with local dog 
owners. (Why the Portuguese 
think their dogs don’t need 
leashes I will never understand, 
even when I see them in the vet 
cradling their “ Bonita” in blan- 
kets after being swiped by a car.)

The plastic bag is not, so I never 
pickup.” I said “Bomdia” hop- 
ing that she will be the next to 
step in the poo, not us. 

We’re in World Cup count- 
down mode these days, so the 
nation’ s troubles seem far from 
people’ s minds. When I asked 
a college graduate in my gym if 
he was concerned about Portu- 
gal’ s economy he said, “Well, I

The Alges Congregation and Oeiras 
Council arebuildinga newchurch in 
Miraflores, which is expected to cost a 
staggering 3.1 million. The project has 
caused mixed feelings amongst the 
population, with itsfive storey high bell 
tower receiving the most criticism. 


Troufa Real, the architectural 
company in charge of the new 
church in Miraflores, has caused 
controversy before when build- 
ing the Restelo church, in Lisbon, 
which was planned to have a 95 
metre high tower and a gold 
caravel, designated by many as an 
“aberration”. 

Now, the company has caused 
furore once again with the 
‘Santissima Trindade’ project, 
which will boast a five storey high 
bell tower, with many local resi- 
dents saying it resembles more a 
“control tower” or even a “sup- 
pository”. 

Construction of the 
‘SantissimaTrindade’ church be- 
gan one and a half years ago and is 
expected to last a further eight- 
een months. The church’s con- 
crete structure is already finished 
and local residents have been 
keen to hand out criticisms. “The 
problem is its size. People walk 
past here and are surprised when 
they see it is a church. They could 
have done something simpler, for 
half the price. But lets see how it 


works out” said Fernando Cruz, 
70 years old, adding “I don’t 
know if it looks like a rocket or a 
control tower.” 

Another Miraflores resident, 
Gon^alo Ferreira, took his as- 
sessment one step further: “Aes- 
thetically it looks horrible. It 
looks more like a suppository.” 
However, some residents are 
intrigued by what the final out- 
come will be, with Alberto 
Ferreira saying “It is normal to 
criticise something out of the or- 
dinary, which is innovative. I 
haven’t seen the finished con- 
struction yet, it might look nice.” 
Oeiras Council relinquished a 
2,600 square metre plot of land for 
70 years and subsidised the Alges 
Parochial Church with one million 
euros for the construction of the 
church. IsaltinoMorais, Mayor of 
Oeiras, explained to Lusa 
Newsagency that the choice of the 
architectural company was a joint 
decision between the Church and 
the Council, not revealing how 
much the architect was paid for the 
controversial project. 


Potential effects of natural disasters unveiled 

Geography expert Luis Zezere identified floods, collapses and earthquakes as the most likely natural disasters to 
strike Lisbon inthefuture, recommendingthat limits of construction are imposed inthe highest flood-riskareas. 


Luis Zezere presented the 
‘Risks and Vulnerability in AML 
(Lisbon’s Metropolitan Area)’ 
study last Friday during the ‘ Ge- 
ography Party’ , which gathered 
Portuguese and foreign geogra- 
phers over the weekend, under 
the theme ‘Territories at risk’ . 

The researcher analysed the 
possibility of natural disasters 
occurring in Lisbon’ s metropoli- 
tan area, such as flooding from 
tsunamis, earthquakes, erosion 
of the coast, floods, forest fires 
and technological risks ; conclud- 
ing that floods are the most prob- 
lematic risk, followed by a major 
earthquake. 

The geographer said that in or- 
der to prevent tragedies in the 
case of floods or collapses, the so- 


lution is to prohibit construction 
in high risk areas, with Loures, 
Odivelas, Vila Franca de Xira, 
Alhandra and Alverca being 
prone to floods. “The solution is 
to stop building. Floods occur in 
very limited areas and are easily 
avoidable, because they are areas 
with other kinds of interest, 
where we could have urban parks , 
agriculture, or many other types 
of use” said Mr. Zezere, criticised 
the fact that construction in dan- 
gerous areas has not slowed 
down in the past decade. 

Regarding earthquakes, the 
solution is not to stop building, 
but to build according to the law 
that was impo sed in the eighties . 
“Assuming the law is being com- 
plied with, we won’t have too 


many problems with buildings 
built after 1983. However, it’s 
not completely certain this hap- 
pens because control isn’t very 
effective and we will only know 
if the anti-seismic laws are being 


employed when there is a big 
earthquake” said Lms Zezere, 
adding that if an earthquake 
strikes Lisbon, “many of the 
buildings built before the law was 
applied will certainly fall.”

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Rally de Portugal ready to 



In addition to being recognised as providing spectators with some of the 
bestvalue and most accessible rally action, thisyear's Vodafone Rally de 
Portugal also looks to be extremely popular with competitors. 


N o fewer than 7 5 entries for the 
rally have been received, from 3 3 
countries across all five conti- 
nents, demonstrating the interna- 
tional appeal of the event, allow- 
ing it to have the greatest number 
of entries so far in the 2010 FI A 
World Rally Championship.

That role has 
helped me to understand the sport 
better. It’ s not only about being 
fastest, it’ s just as important for a 
driver to be consistent and finish 
rallies to fight for the title. It’s 
working well, but I’m not 1 00 per 
cent there yet and I need to keep 
working,” said the 25-year-old in 
a press statement sent to The 
Portugal News this week. 

“The stage where I crashed out 
will be used again this year and 
when I drive through it during the 
recce I will slow down and take a 
quick look where we went off. I 
will be changing my pace notes for 
that comer! But F ve put the crash 
behind me and I won’t treat that 
stage any differently in the rally 
itself.” 

Abu Dhabi’s lead driver, 
Hirvonen, is also eager to better 
last year’ s second place finish as 
he sets his sights on navigating the 
gravel-laden Portuguese tracks, 
the Finn’s speciality surface. 

“It’s a medium-fast rally and 
quite technical with plenty of cor-

ners over crests, so it’ s important 
to be precise with both pace notes 
and driving lines. Conditions look 
as if they will be hot and dry and 
thatwillbetoughforthe tyres.

Healthy Smile for 


your Pet 

The nurse's clinic at VIP has 
now been running for a month and 
both clients and our nurse, Emma, 
are enjoying it. The consults on 
Thursday afternoons are free of 
charge and are for people seek- 
ing advice on basic pet health and 
husbandry skills. Y ou can bring 
your pet along to discuss any 
questions you have about topics 
such as nutrition, parasite control, 
shampooing and dental health.

The most common reasons so 
far for people to come in are for 
questions about control of the 
various parasites that animals are 
exposed to on the Algarve e.g. 
heartworm. Leishmaniasis and 
ticks and to check their pet's 
teeth. Many pet owners are not 
sure about their pet's oral health 
and it is good chance to have a 
free dental examination. 

Progressive dental and gum 
disease not only lead to terrible 
breath (!) but loosening of the 
peridontal ligament, dental pain 
and loosening of teeth. 

Also, tartar on teeth harbours 


literally billions ofbacteria under- 
neath it. As you know gums bleed 
easily when there is even mild gin- 
givitis. When the gums of dis- 
eased mouths bleed, there is a 
massive load of bacteria ab- 
sorbed into blood stream. If there 
is compromise to an organ, these 
bacteria can and will set up 'mi- 
cro-abscesses' in these organs 
leading to far ranging diseases. 

This is particularly important in 
older animals who invariably have 
some compromise to their major 
organs. Even if not clinical, older 
animals with dental disease will 
develop some degree of disorder 
in the major organs, i.e. The liver, 
kidneys and the heart.

spammers 


Spam Email 

Emailing has become an effi- 
cient and convenient way to com- 
municate, but with the rise of 
spamming, many are seeking 
ways to regain control of their 
inboxes. Spam email, whichis also 
known as bulk email or junk email, 
is any unsolicited email that tries 
to sell the recipient on a product, 
service or otherwise tries to get 
them to take some action that 
would benefit the spammer. 

The most widely recognized 
form of spam is, e-mail spam. 
However, the term also applies to 
similar abuses in other media such 
as: instant messaging spam, blog 
spam, wiki spam, online classified 
ads spam, Usenet newsgroup 
spam, web search engine spam, 
mobile phone messaging spam, 
Internet forum spam, junk fax 
transmissions, social networking 
spam, and file sharing network 
spam. 

How do Spammers get 
Email Addresses? 

Spammers use various meth- 
ods to get email addresses, but 
people generally start receiving 
spam email once they: postames- 
sage on a newsgroup; give their 
address to an online retailer; sign 
up for aproduct or service online; 
e-mail a spammer asking them to 
remove their address from their 
mailing list, or place their e-mail 
address on a website. There are 
other methods that mass mailers 
use but most methods can be 
thwarted with a little know-how. 

Dictionary Attacks 

The dictionary attack method 
uses software to generate new 
email addresses, by guessing the 
first part of the address and ap- 
pending it to the domain name of a 
popular email service provider. 
For example, a dictionary attack 
will easily guess john @gmail.com 
and pcjunky@yahoo.com. 

Placing underscores in your 
email address will slow down all 
but the most sophisticated email 
address generators. Protect your- 
self by using hard to guess email 
addresses, orinclude numbers and 
special characters in your address . 
It is unlikely that an email genera- 
tor will guess an address like, 
201jackson5 ©live. com. 

Third Party Lists 

Spammers often purchase 
email addresses in bulk from a 
third party. They will then exten- 
sively market to the new email 
addresses, or sell them to some- 
one else. These lists are compiled 
by email merchants, from differ- 
ent sources, and resold. Interest-

ingly, most of the addresses on 
these lists are actually surrendered 
by account holders, who freely 
give up their contact details in ex- 
change for the promise of a prod- 
uct, service or information. 

If you are asked to submit your 
email address, make sure you are 
giving it to a reputable company 
or individual. Even so, read their 
privacy policy to see if they will 
make your contact details avail- 
able to third parties. Uncheckany 
box that gives them the right to 
share, or sell your contact infor- 
mation to a third party. 

Make it Difficult for 
Spammers 

Think twice before you start, 
or forward chain letters or peti- 
tions. Every time you do so, you 
expose all the email addresses in 
the “To” and “Cc” fields to be 
harvested by spambots. Instead, 
use the “Bee” email field, if your 
recipients don’t need to see the 
other email addresses. None of the 
people you send chain letters to 
may be spammers themselves, 
but in the event that their compu- 
ter is hijacked, all the contacts in 
their address book will be vulner- 
able. 

If you are asked for your email 
address, consider whether the en- 
tity that asked for it really needs 
it, and whether you trust them 
with this important contact detail. 
Y ou can setup a free email account 
and use it to sign up for products 
and services online; reserve your 
primary email address for your 
trusted friends and associates. 

Y ou can always misspell your 
address when you register online. 
Of course this only works if the 
site doesn’ t insist on sending you 
aconfirmation email, or important 
information to this address. In any 
case, you should do all you can to 
keep your contact details off 
mass-mailers lists. 

Thwart Email 
H a rvesters/Spa m bots 

Some spammers use email har- 
vesters (spambots) to scan web 
pages foremail addresses. Com- 
mon targets for email harvesters 
are message boards, forums and 
social networking websites. The 
harvesters identify email ad- 
dresses as text that has the “@” 
symbol followed by a “.com.” 

If you must put your email ad- 
dress on a blog or forum, you can 
thwart email harvesters by writ- 
ing addresses without the “@” 
symbol, or you can try munging 
the e-mail address. Munging 
means that the email address is 
displayed in a form that is easily 
read by humans, but not by 
spambots. An example of this 
would be to display your email 
address as a graphic. The other 
option would be leaving out the 
“@” symbol. For example, 
“john[AT]emailprovider.com.” 
You can then instruct people, 
who want to e-mail you, to re- 
place [AT] with the @ sign. 

Use a Spam Filter 

Most spam filters work by 
blocking emails that appear on the 
spam blacklist that they maintain. 



There are some free spam filters, 
but you might want to consider 
paying for a good service, if the 
number of spam you are receiving 
is getting out of hand. Some popu- 
lar spam filters include: 
SpamFighter, SpamEater Pro, 
ChoiceMail and MailW asher Pro . 

You can also block spam by 
using the spam filter tool that 
many popular free email services 
offer. To take it one step further, 
you can view the header of the 
spam email, to determine the do- 
main/service provider the spam 
email came from and make a com- 
plaint to the spanuner’s service 



provider. Most email service pro- 
viders don’t require much com- 
plaining to block or cancel the ac- 
count of an offender. 

Never Reply to SPAM 

The only way that mass- 
mailers can verify that your email 
address is active is when you re- 
spond to their spam, or when you 
open an email that has embedded 
elements. Spammers can verify 
that your email address is active 
by including (in the body of the 
email) a link to images that is 
hosted on their servers . When you 
open or preview the mail, your 
email program will access their 
servers to display the image, once 
the spammer sees that the image 
is accessed, they know your email 
address is active. 

Another trick that is commonly 
used is that of including an 
UNSUBSCRIBE button in the 
spam message. If you click this 
link, you won’t be taken off the 
maihng list, but instead you would 
have confirmed your email ad- 
dress as being active and ready to 
receive more junk. Never reply to 
spam, just delete them. 

There is another reason you 


shouldn’ t respond to a spam mes- 
sage. Some spammers will forge the 
spam email address they are send- 
ing from to appear as if the spam 
email is coming from someone 
else. Often they accomplish this 
by hij acking some else’ s account. 
If you respond to the spam email, 
the original account holder will get 
your email. They, on the other 
hand, may flag your email as j unk, 
which now makes you a spammer. 

Howto Report Spam 

So what recourse do you have 
if you can’t force spammers to 
stop sending you junk? There is 
US legislation covering spam 
emails. It is known as the CAN- 
SPAM ACT (Controlling the 
Assault of Non-Solicited Pornog- 
raphy and Marketing Act). You 
can report SPAM emails by for- 
warding acopy to spam@uce.gov 
and for more info visit their 
website at http://www.ftc.gov/ 
spam. 

Summary 

Spamming will remain eco- 
nomically viable as long as adver- 
tisers have low operating costs, 
and people keep responding 


favorably to their email cam- 
paigns. Even with the requisite 
legislations, it is difficult to hold 
spammers or their Internet serv- 
ice providers accountable for 
mass mails. 

We will stop receiving spam 
email if we play our part in ensur- 
ing that spammers don’t make a 
profit. Never buy anything from 
an unsolicited email, no matter 
how good the offer looks, because 
you are only ensuring that you, 
and others, will get even more 
spam in the future.

“If you are a gardener you will 
almost certainly have half a 
dozen plants which are in the 
Poison Garden,” she says. 

Many of us have laurel in our 
gardens - it belongs to the family 
that includes apple, cherry, plum 
and almond. 

“When people chop down 
their laurel hedges the sap gives 
off an unbelievably soporific ef- 


fect and they find themselves fall- 
ing asleep,” the Duchess ex- 
plains. “You only have to smell 
the sap to be affected by it.” 

Aquilegia, and hellebores are 
common plants you might find in 
your garden or in ahedgerow, and 
all have different levels of toxic- 
ity. The amount you would have 
to ingest to do real damage varies 
from plant to plant, says the 
Duchess. 

The Poison Garden, which is 
licensed to grow cannabis and 


strychnine to help educate chil- 
dren to the dangers of drugs, also 
houses common plants you’d 
find in any garden centre. 

Avoid Euphorbia as if you are 
scratched by its leaves its sap 
causes your skin to become 
photo-sensitive and allergic to 
sunlight. Symptoms include a 
rash and itching with symptoms 
recurring when the sun comes out 
- and there’ s no cure for it. 

Many bulbs including tulips 
are also poisonous, but it is the 
bulb part rather than the flowers 
that are toxic. Medieval maids 
often set the bulbs about to poi- 
son mice and other vermin. 

Deadly nightshade is well 
known for being poisonous and 
children have died from eating 
just three of the sweet-tasting 
glossy black berries. Yet the 
roots are the deadliest. 

A lot of people, espesially in 
Portugal, grow datura (Brug- 
mansia suaveolens), otherwise 
known as Angel’s trumpet, yet 
all parts of this plant are poison- 
ous if ingested. 

“When I was in Argentina a 
while ago they were growing wild 
on the roadside and I said to the 
guide, ‘Do you know how poi- 
sonous theseplants are?’ He said, 
‘We use it to send babies to sleep, 
by putting a flower on their pil- 
low ! ’ ” the Duchess recalled. 

If you think your child has 
eaten a poisonous plant or suf- 
fered an allergic reaction to it, seek 
medical attention from the acci- 
dent and emergency at your local 
hospital, taking a plant sample 
with you. 

Hannah Stephenson 
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Chelsea cool 

- a report from this year's show 

Exhibitors at this year’ s prestigious RHS Chelsea Elower 
Show were keeping their cool in the high temperatures using 
combinations of cool blues and whites shaded by great cano- 
pies of green in many of the show gardens. 

Anyone following trends from this year’s show will be 
planting purple irises, white astrantias and peonies, soft pink 
foxgloves, salvia, nepeta and other and other soothing, com- 
plimentary coloured plants in natural settings. 

While last year’ s trends veered towards more geometric, de- 
fined lines and crisp edges, this year things have relaxed a bit, 
creating overtones of the countryside using ornamental grasses 
and cool-coloured perennials to provide tone and movement. 

At the opposite end of the spectrum were some amazing 
tropical designs featuring banana palms and strelitzias, exotic 
palms and even birdsong - not the most realistic selection of 
plants for the domestic gardener to manage. Gardens with 
zingy, clashing colours were also scarce - the hot, fiery look 
was not in this year. Calming green, glaucous blues and cool 
colours set the tone. 

Andrew Duff, director of garden design at the Inchbald 
School of Design in the UK , says: “People are looking for 
peaceful settings and we can see it at Chelsea this year, with 
cool and subtle plantings.” 

While in previous years designers have placed box balls as 
focal points amid other plantings, it looks like if you want 
shaped box in your garden, the way to go will be to separate it 
from your flower borders . Much of the box at this year’ s show 
formed a feature on its own, separate from the main plantings . 

Natural-looking plantings are still very much in vogue. 
There’s little that seems forced in designs, but accents have 
been made using huge curved granite pots or other dynamic 
sculptures. 

The gardens came into their own in the searing heat, provid- 
ing a shady oasis and soft, wispy plantings to create an air of 
cahn. 

There’ s a possibility we may be longing for a return to the 
quintessentially English garden if the M&G Garden, designed 
by Roger Platts, was anything to go by. Teeming with tradi- 
tional plants included roses, lavender, foxgloves, myrtle and 
artemisia, most of which were British grown, it proved an in- 
spiring reflection of gardening today. 

“It’ s a long time since we’ ve had something as traditional as 
this at Chelsea,” says Duff, “and it’ s a refreshing change. More 
people are beginning to move to the country - maybe this type 
of tranquil space is what they’re looking for and what they

1 . Hoe regularly between 
plants. It has the same effect 
as a soil mulch. 

2. Plant plenty of ground 
cover plants, such as cranes- 
bill geranium, to suppress 
weed growth. 

3. To eradicate perennial 
weeds use biodegradable 
polythene, which in time will 
decay and then can be 
rotavated or dug back into the 
soil after cropping. If you 
don’ t like the look of it, place 
an organic mulch on top.

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New Audi R8 
Spyder 

With an interior that is first class for the 
quality of construction and the clarity of 
design, and the accuracy and response of 
the steering and gearbox that build immense 
confidence in the driver, the Audi R8 Spyder 
has the motive power of a true supercar. 



If Audi was an old school 
friend, it would be one that you 
catch up with on Facebook after 
20 years only to find that they ’ ve 
done annoyingly well for them- 
selves. Slick, successful, desir- 
able and as aresult impossible to 
hate, even though you want to, 
the truth is that the German firm 
knows how to push the buttons 
of potential car buyers. 

But its greatest trick is doing 
that for someone spending 
€20,000 just as well as for some- 
one spending nearly ten times 
that amount. The R8 broke the 
rule that supercars have to be 
made by tiny, specialised manu- 
facturers to be taken seriously. 
And then they went and made it 
even better by adding a spunkier 
ten cylinder engine. 

And now there’s even more. 
Say hello to the R8 Spyder, 
which adds fresh air fun to the 
VlO’s thrills. Turning the R8 
Coupe into the Spyder hasn’t 
sacrificed its good looks either. 
Arguably better looking than the 


missions too, with a six-speed 
manual or six- speed automated 
manual dubbed R-tronic. Either 
way, the Spyder has the motive 
power of a true supercar and the 
performance figures tobackitup: 
roof up or down, it will hit a hair- 
straining 3 1 3kph and blast from 
O-lOOkph in only 4.1 seconds. 

Don’ t mistake this docility for 
dullness though. You can cover 
hundreds of miles in a single, easy- 
going stint, and then a slam-dunk 
of the accelerator will punch you 
down the road in an instant. Ci- 
vility takes a back seat to thrills 
as the V 10 engine struts its stuff, 
bellowing a delicious wail as it 
tears around to a spectacular 
8,700rpm. Flip the right paddle, 
the R-tronic transmission 
seamlessly slots in the next gear 
and the physical assault happens 
all over again. Punch the Sport 
button and the Spyder responds 
even more urgently, sharpening 
the actions of the gearbox and 
steering. 

This is an Audi of course, and 



original, the Spyder does without 
the prominent side blades and 
instead flows neatly into the cur- 
vaceous rear. It’ s hard not to be a 
little flash in a low-slung two 
seater with this much presence, 
but the Spyder avoids being over 
the top. You’re more likely to 
meet respect and enthusiasm 
than outrightjealousy - it’ s athing 
of genuine beauty after all. 

Unlike the Coupe, the Spyder 
comes only in full-blooded VIO 
form. The 5 .2-litre unit is similar 
to that found in the Lamborghini 
Gallardo and produces a spec- 
tacular 518bhp and 530Nm of 
torque. There’ s a choice of trans- 


such monstrous power can only 
be distributed through the legen- 
dary Quattro four-wheel drive 
system. That means superb trac- 
tion whatever the weather, allow- 
ing the Spyder to use more of its 
performance more of the time. 
The power is also distributed 
with a heavy bias towards the 
rear, giving it a feel closer to that 
of a classic rear-drive car but with 
much greater reassurance. Its 
surefootedness and the accuracy 
and response of the steering 
builds inunense confidence in the 
driver, whatever their level of 
skill: like all the best cars, the 
Spyder flatters the person behind 





the wheel. 

You get plenty more of the 
standard Audi brand values too. 
The interior is first class for the 
quality of construction and the 
clarity of the design, while the 
specification isn’t lacking either 
- the standard Bang & Olufsen 
audio system will keep you 


amused should you ever tire of the 
VIO’ s music, while features like 
sat-nav, Nappa leather and 
heated seats boost the luxury 
feel. It even has microphones 
mounted in the seatbelts to allow 
you to chat on your Bluetooth- 
connected phone even with the 
roof down. They really have 


thought of everything. 

So what of the big question 
then: how much? Well you might 
want to be sitting down for this, 
as the six- speed manual version 
is €217,670. But that gets you a 
largely hand-built, aluminium 
and carbonfibre supercar that’ s 
stunning to look at, a sensational 
drive and also easier to live with 
than some far more humble ma- 


chinery. The bad news is that the 
R8 Spyder will be rarer than 
hen’ s teeth, as the allocation for 
2010 is already sold out. This just 
goes to show that whatever the 
cost, quality never goes out of 
fashion.

Dive into island life 



There is no force greater than Mother Nature and the reason why the future of the Maldives 
natural beauty is less than certain. The threat of global warming hangs over the sun-soaked 
paradise likea blackcloud. 


Vilu Reefs spacious beach 
villas are the most popular ac- 
commodation, with open air bath- 
rooms and sweeping views of the 
lagoon, but for me the Maldives 
is about being on top of the ocean 
in a larger water villa. 

The novelty of tumbling out of 
bed in the morning and wading off 
the swim-up platform to inspect 
passing fish just never wears off. 

Vilu Reef s laid-back holiday 
vibe continues in the evenings 
with low-key entertainment - 
exotic cocktails accompanied by 
crab racing and tip-offs from the 
workers : A spot of alcohol makes 
the crabs move faster but too 
much apparently sends them to 
sleep. 

With real-life crickets and 
waves as a soundtrack in the in- 
door-outdoor rooms, my thera- 
pist in the Sun Spa eased long- 
haul aches and pains with an in- 
vigorating 60-minute jet lag recov- 
ery massage (65 dollars), which 
left me completely refreshed. 

When you get itchy feet, Vilu 
Reef s island hopping excursion 
should be top of your to-do list 
(half day, 45 dollars per person, 
full day, 62 dollars). 

Our first stop was Udhoo, 
Vilu Reefs agricultural island, 
where fresh fruit and vegetable 
crops grow in obscure shapes 
with names such as sponge, snake 
and butter. 


Next stop, and a favourite 
with the group, was the village 
of Bandidhoo. We were greeted 
with friendly smiles and refresh- 
ing coconut juice drinks in re- 
turn for talk of Chelsea and 
Manchester United. 

A young boy walked past 
looking pleased with himself - 
carrying 10 small fishes after 
balancing on a float with a basic 
rod. We were told his stash 
would feed his family. 

No catch of the day is re- 
quired for Vilu Reef holiday- 
makers. Our island-hop ends 
with a sumptuous BBQ feast of 
gigantic king prawns and local 
fish at a remote spot dubbed 
Faandhoo picnic island. We 
walk a lap of the tiny isle in 1 5 
minutes flat. 

Vilu Reef also sets up 
Robinson Crusoe-style desert 
island experiences here with 
overnight stays (from 137 dol- 
lars per person) for couples or 
groups who have only hermit 
crabs for company. 

Conditions for snorkelling in 
the Maldives are ideal with 
crystal clear calm waters and 
scores of unusual sealife to ogle, 
from small white-tipped sharks 
and eagle rays through to col- 
ourful parrot fish and black and 
white fish I called the Chanel 
species, for their distinctive 
monochrome markings. 

Another seaplane transfer 
tookus to Olhuveli Beach & Spa 
Resort, on the tip of South Male 
Atoll. After intimate Vilu Reef, 
it felt grander, slicker and 
slightly less personal, attracting 
younger couples and families. 

It is so close to perfection, I 
spotted two members of staff 
raking the beach! 


T he islands, which 
resemble precious 
gems as you look 
down from your 
plane seat after a 10 
and a half hour direct flight, are at 
risk from rising sea levels - an 
escalation of just three feet and 
many of the 1 , 1 90 low-lying coral 
islands may be lost. 

Surprisingly, the Maldives 
only tapped into tourism indus- 
try in the 1970s. Nowthe message 
is get there, before it’ s too late. 

“One way or another, go to the 
Maldives before it vanishes,” 


says Zuley Manik of Sun Hotels 
& Resorts, which operates three 
island-escapes there. 

That’ s why visiting only one 
Maldivian destination can feel a 
wasted opportunity. With so 
many tropical islands in close 
proximity, resort-hopping is 
hard to resist. 

You’re only ever a hop, skip 
and speedboat transfer away 
from a neighbouring resort. 

Some islands are barely 
specks on the Indian Ocean land- 
scape, but 200 are villages inhab- 
ited by locals and almost 90 have

been transformed into luxury 
resorts, with more than 30 in the 
making. 

Despite that, first-time visi- 
tors landing in the capital of Male 
get a shock. No white sandy 
beaches or sparkling coral reefs 
but acity-slicker urban landscape 
of tower blocks complete with 
smog resembling a mini Dubai. 

Then a tiny seaplane with a 
handful of seats whisked us to 
paradise - think private jet with- 
out Simon Cowell comforts. 

Sprawled across the entire ex- 
panse of Meedhuffushi Island, 
our first stop is Vilu Reef, located 
128km from Male. 

Not even hovering over crys- 
tal waters in every shade of blue 
imaginable quite prepares you 
for the spectacle of setting foot 
on the unspoilt islands, even in 
the dusk of sunset. 

Our welcome party, beating 
drums and brandishing cold tow- 
els and floral garland necklaces, 
was an indicator of the hospital- 
ity we were to enjoy throughout 
our stay. 


Packed with trees and vegeta- 
tion and designed to reflect local 
tradition and architecture with 
thatched roofs and sand floors, 
the 12-year-old resort has a rus- 
tic feel and familiar charm. 

It’ s the kind of place where the 
staff not only remember your 
name at breakfast, but recall how 
you like your eggs served.

The contemporary 133-room 
resort - complete with two infin- 
ity edge swimming pools - feels 
bigger than Vilu Reef with golf 
buggies permanently on hand to 
transport you. A leisurely 
pedalo took us around the cir- 
cumference of the island in 45 
minutes. 

With the ocean and network of 
islands on tap, those who while 
away hours on sun loungers can 
forget it. Excursions in the 
Maldives are once-in-a-lifetime 
experiences. 

From the sporty kite boarding, 
windsurfing and scuba diving, 
through to leisurely catamarans 
with skipper and sunset fishing, 
and belly-satisfying fishermen 
feast buffet on the beach or lob- 
ster BBQ, your itinerary is as 
calm or adventurous as you 
please. 

At Olhuveli, I experienced my 
wow moment. 

While my group set sail in a 
fishing boat for a ‘catch it & cook 
it’ excursion (75 dollars per per- 
son) to learn the art of casting and 
gutting a fish, I sought out the 
dolphins on a sunset cruise (45 
dollars per person). 

As we travelled to the outer 
channel reef where the sea can get 
choppy, excursion chief, Saif, 
warned: “We say there’ s a 50/50 


chance of seeing them - it’ s more 
like 90% but we don’ t like to get 
hopes up!” 

I seemed to be in the unlucky 
1 0% after an hour and 45 minutes 
of near silence. 

Then, like a mirage, as the sun 
hit the horizon, shoals of around 
100 dolphins began flipping 
through the air - pirouetting and 
swimming within touching dis- 
tance of the boat as the crew whis- 
tled and clapped their perform- 
ance. 

There was more bedlam on 
board for an unexpected finale: 
Enormous but graceful whales, 
usually only spotted once a 
month by the crew. 

After that fin-tastic sunset 
cruise, I decided my good book 
would wait until the flight home.

So if you’re one of the mil- 
lions of people who are heading 
to one - or more - of the UK’s 
hundreds of festivals this year, 
pack your first aid kit as well as 
your waterproofs. 

Beingprepared won’t guaran- 
tee that you’ll stay well as the 
music blasts out around you, 
but it could make a big difference 
to how much you enjoy your 
festival experience. 

The obvious side-effects of 
over-indulging in alcohol and 
drugs may leave festival-goers 
feeling less than their best - al- 
though the medical teams who 
look after revellers at festivals

for your health. Lisa Salmon looks athowto maintain 
good health during festival season, and at what health 
problems being in close contact with so many others, 
mad dancing and sleeping underthe stars might cause. 


say drink and drugs are no more 
of a problem at the events than 
they are on any city centre week- 
end night. 

NeilBroadhurst, operations di- 
rector for Events Medical Services 
(EMS), which provides medical 
cover for festivals including 
Leeds, Download, Latitude and 
Big Chill, says: “You do get a few 
people who’ve gone particularly 
mad with their drugs, but nothing 
that you wouldn’t see normally 
in a town centre. 

“If s only a small proportion of 
people. 

“You also get people who just 
drink all the time and don’t seem 
to eat anything, but you don’t get 
many of them either. 

“Y ou don’t even find too much 


aggression or injuries caused by 
it. There ’ s nothing out of the or- 
dinary - 1 think people are a bit 
more chilled at festivals.” 

Nevertheless, festival-goers 
are advised by FRANK, the 
Government’ s anti-drugs cam- 
paign, not to mix alcohol and 
drugs, stay near friends, and tell 
them if you do take something. 

Rather than drink or drugs 
problems though, health com- 
plaints at festivals tend to range 
from accidental bumps and 
scrapes often caused by over- 
exuberance, to the more avoid- 
able sunburn and dehydration. 

“We get a wide range of all 
sorts - people get cuts, there’s 
fainting because of dehydra- 
tion, and vomiting and diar-

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rhoea because people don’t 
wash their hands properly,” 
says Broadhurst. 

“Some of it’s just because 
they don’t look after themselves 
and they expect us to workmira- 
cles for them. 

“But we’re all in the middle 
of a field, and there are some 
things they should have thought 
of before they got there.” 

By that, he means appropri- 
ate clothing, sunscreen, water 
and perhaps over-the-counter 
medication like painkillers, al- 
though these can oftenbe bought 
at the festivals. 

EMS provides services from 
doctors, nurses, paramedics and 
first aiders at on-site medical 
centres at festivals. 

Broadhurst estimates that at 
a festival like Leeds, for exam- 
ple, the medical teams will treat 
about 2,500 people out of the 
80,000 that attend over three 
days. 

Of all those treated, only 19 
went to hospital last year, with 
problems ranging from broken 
bones, to complications from 
diabetes. 


“What can happen is that 
they’ve got something wrong with 
them already and they come to the 
festival, but that’s not the right 
place for them and they go down- 
hill. They tend to be the ones that 
might end up in hospital.” 

EMS runs “proper little A&E 
departments” on festival sites that 
are very busy on festival week- 
ends, but only have awaitingtime 
of about 20 minutes, according to 
Broadhurst. 

As well as bumps, scrapes and 
dehydration, other common fes- 
tival ailments are twisted ankles 
“because people don’t look 
where they’re going - they’re gaz- 
ing around looking at other things, 
like the bands”. 

Broadhurst says there are of- 
ten very bad cases of sunburn, re- 
calling that there were some se- 
vere examples at last year’s 
Download rock festival at 
Bonington Park. 

“Quite often, evenifit’s sunny, 
they’ll go to the arena at the start 
of the day without putting 
suncream on, and they’re out all 
day without thinking about it, un- 
til it starts to hurt much later.” 


Warm weather can also cause 
problems with insect bites for fes- 
tival-goers, and such bites have 
been a particular nuisance at the 
Latitude festival in Suffolk, which 
is held by a lake. 

At the other end of the spec- 
tmm, wet weather canlead to cases 
of trench foot, which can occur 
when feet are wet for a long time, 
causingtingling, swelling andpain. 

Broadhurst warns festival- 
goers to be prepared for the va- 
garies of the British weather, with 
sensible clothing, suncream and 
water, emphasising: “ft’s all com- 
mon-sense things, but when peo- 
ple go to a festival they some- 
times seem to throw common- 
sense out of the window. 

“If there ’ s a particularly popu- 
lar band it can get the crowd going 
a lot, and after they finish we get 
calls from all over the place be- 
cause people can get hurt but 
don’t come to us till after the 
band’s finished.” 

The UK’s biggest festival, 
Glastonbury (June 23-27), at- 
tracts 177,000 people, including 
those attending, working or per- 
forming. 


There are around 400 medical 
staff to help look after the hordes 
of revellers, and the health advice 
from the organisers is simply “be 
sensible”. 

Glastonbury Festival spokes- 
man Crispin Aubrey says: “We 
advise people to be sensible 
about everything from drugs to 
sunburn - exposure both to the 
heat and to the wet and cold, in 
fact. 

“I do think people think about 
their health, and generally come 
well-prepared with the right 
clothing and things like suncream. 

“If you’re out watching a band 
for a few hours, you’re going to 
be pretty exposed to the sun, al- 
though it hasn’t been like that for 
the last few years.” 

Aubrey says injuries like 
sprained ankles, often caused by 
inappropriate footwear, feature 
fairly regularly in Glastonbury’ s 
medical tents. 

“People are coming to have a 
good time and they’ 11 often wear 
quite flimsy footwear and just 
miss their footing,” he explains. 

“If they wore something like 
walking boots their feet at least 


would be much better pro- 
tected.” 

Everyone who attends Glas- 
tonbury gets a leaflet called 
The Fine Guide, which con- 
tains basic medical advice, and 
festival-goers are warned 
about not standing near loud- 
speakers for too long to avoid 
hearing damage, being careful 
with camping gas canisters to 
avoid bums, not putting them- 
selves at unnecessary risk by 
body- surfing, drinking plenty 
of water, and not taking dmgs . 

“Some people will suffer a 


bit from drinking too much, but it’ s 
not a big issue,” says Aubrey. 

“Obviously we don’t encourage 
people to break the law, and we 
tend to say that if people do bring 
dmgs, they understand what 
they’re taking and they take them 
in moderation. 

“I think compared with theNine- 
ties, when the festival was less regu- 
lated than it is now and a lot of dmg 
dealers came from London, it be- 
came quite a big problem and they 
used to hassle people. 

“That doesn’t happen any more, 
so any decisions of that nature now 
are more ofpersonal choice.”

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Let Basu spice up your life 


From the delicious Miss Dahl to Rachel Allen and 
Anjum Anand, female cooks are making a bid for 
theculinary limelight. Jessica Baron meets the 
latest cook on the block- Mallika Basu. 


Forget cupcakes and organic 
food, the hippest thing in the 
kitchen right now is a gorgeous 
young woman telling you how its 
done. 

From the delicious Miss Dahl 
to Rachel Allen and Anjum 
Anand, high-profile female cooks 
are starting to make a bid for the 
No 1 culinary celebrity spot. 

Now, fresh from the 
blogosphere, is Mallika Basu, a 
self-professed Indian Princess, 
who is setting out to prove that 
you can cook Indian food and still 
have time for a life. 

Her new book. Miss Masala, 
stems from her successful blog - 


www.quickindiancooking.com. 

Described by fans as 
‘Bollywood meets Sex And The 
City’ , Basu is quick to squash flip- 
pant analogies. 

“What does Bollywood even 
mean? It’ s a Western stereotype,” 
she says, frankly. 

Basu explains that her aim is 
simply to promote home-cooked 
Indian food. 

After moving to London from 
Kolkata, India, when she was just 
18, Basu missed the food she was 
used to eating at home and so she 
taught herself to cook. 

She started her blog in 2006. 

Claiming only to cook old fam- 


ily recipes, Basu says you’llnever 
catch her in an Indian restaurant: 
“I just don’t see the point.” 

According to Basu, restaurant 
curry isn’ t real curry - which is one 
of the reasons that she decided to 
start her own, mini, food revolu- 
tion. 

“Since the 1970s and Madhur 
Jaffrey, no one has really captured 
the imagination of people with 
Indian cooking,” she says. 

“Obviously life and times have 
changed - F m no Madhur J affrey 
- I’m just the girl next door who 
works and goes about life pretty 
normally. But if I can cook Indian 
food, anddo it while having afairly 
busy life, then there’s no reason 
why other people can’t be in- 
spired to do the same.” 

And inspire she has. Her site 
currently has 20,000 unique us- 
ers. 

“Lots of readers said, ‘You 
should write a book, because it 
would be so much easier to have 
all your recipes in a book rather 
than having to keep going back to 
your website to find things’ .” 

She wrote a draft first chapter 
while on holiday and sent it over 
to afriend who worked in publish- 
ing. 

“Then I went for an afternoon 
siesta and by the time I woke up 
two hours later she had already 
sent it to all her friends in the pub- 


lishing world,” Basu says, sound- 
ing genuinely over-awed. “And 
within two hours of that I’d got 
myself a literary agent. 

“I was really lucky”, she adds, 
repeatedly. 

Basu, who trained as a journal- 
ist, put a lot of work into promot- 
ing her website. 

“Writing a blog is not for the 
faint-hearted. There is a lot of hard 
workinvolved. You’ ve gotto drive 
people to your site because it’ s no 
good writing if no one’ s ever go- 
ing to read it. And obviously if 
there are bloggers coming to my 
blog then I go to theirs too.” 

You might say that Basu is a 
poster child for the “having it all” 
generation of modem women. As 
well as blogging and writing her 
book, she has a one-year-old 
daughter. 

“‘Miss’ Masala isn’t strictly 
tme because I’m married,” she 
laughs. 

“But if Jamie Oliver can be 
called the Naked Chef when he 
wears clothes most of the time, 
then I’m sure it’s OK.” 

She is also associate director of 
a PR company. 

“It’s incredibly hectic. I don’t 
watch a lot of television and I have 
to organise my time quite care- 
fully.” 

Luckily Basu isn’t perfect - 
explaining that she’ s far from calm 



Hariyali tikkis (Baked spinach, pea and ginger croquettes) 


Ikg (21b 3oz) frozen spinach 
1kg (21b 3oz) frozen peas 
7 large potatoes 
8cm (3in) root ginger 
3 fresh green finger chillies 
40g (H/aoz) fresh 
coriander leaves 
2 tbsp cornflour 
2 tbsp oil 
Salt 

1. In two separate pans, sim- 
mer the spinach and peas in boil- 
ing water for 5 minutes, or until 
the peas are soft and the spinach 
has defrosted and heated through. 
Peel, quarter and boil the pota- 
toes for 15-20 minutes until they 
fall apart when prodded with a 
fork. 

2. Drain the spinach, squeez- 
ing it well in your hands to get rid 
of all the water. Then put all the 



cooked vegetables in a large mix- 
ing bowl and leave to cool. 

3. Next peel the ginger and 
chop finely, along with the chil- 


lies and coriander. Add all three 
ingredients to the vegetables in 
the mixing bowl. Add the corn- 
j flour and salt to taste, then mash 

the whole lot together with your 
hands. Check for salt, adding 
more if needed. 

4. Stick this mixture in the 
fridge to cool and dry out until 
you’re ready to cook the tikkis. 
When you’re ready, preheat the 
grill to high and hne abaking sheet 
with foil. Take 1 tablespoon of 
oil and spread it evenly over the 
base of the sheet. 

5 . Then divide the mixture into 
15-20 even-sized balls, flatten 
each into a 4cm (IViin) disc and 
place on the baking sheet, leav- 
ing a 1cm (Fain) gap between 
each. (Not all the tikkis will fit on 
to one sheet; you will need to cook

them in two batches.) Place un- 
der the grill and cook for 1 2 min- 
utes on one side, then turn over 
and cook for a further 1 2 minutes 
until the tikkis are pale brown on 
both sides. 

6 . You need to be careful when 
flipping them over, as they’ll be 
soft and hot. If they fall apart, just 
shape them again on the sheet. 
You could just shallow-fry them 
for 8 minutes on either side, but 
this will take longer and use more 
oil. 

7. Remove from the grill and 
place on a plate to cool, then re- 
peat with another batch - first 
spreading more oil over the bak- 
ing sheet - until all the mixture is 
used up. As the tikkis cool, they 
will harden and hold together bet- 
ter. 


and composed when in the 
kitchen. 

“Oh my gosh!”, she squeals, 
“There are disasters everyday.

Despite the current plethora of

Jardaloo sail boti (Tender lamb shank 
curry with apricots) (Serves 4) 


Whole spices 
8 black peppercorns 
5cm (2in) cinnamon stick 
8 green cardamoms 
4cm ( 1 Vain) root ginger 
4 fat garlic cloves 
2 medium onions 
2 medium tomatoes 
4 tbsp oil 

Vi tsp cumin powder 

1 tsp coriander powder 
Vi tsp chilli powder 

4 lamb shanks (about 75 Og) 

2 large potatoes 

1 tsp granulated sugar 

3 drops of Worcestershire 
sauce 

20 dried apricots 
Salt 

1 . Preheat the oven to 200C 
(400F),gas mark 6. 

2. Place the whole spices on 
a baking sheet and dry-roast 
for 30 seconds until the carda- 
moms turn pale brown. Re- 
move from the oven, leaving it 
on to bake the lamb later. 

3 . Peel the ginger and garlic, 
then puree in a hand blender 
with the roasted spices and a 
tablespoon of water. Peel the 
onions and roughly chop these 
and the tomatoes. 

4. Pour 3 tablespoons of the 
oil into alarge pan set over ahigh 
heat. The pan should be large 
enough to hold the lamb shanks 
in a single layer. When the oil is 
hot, add the onions and fry for 
about 10 minutes until they 
turn apale caramel colour. Then 
add the spice paste and stir for 
another 5 minutes until the on- 
ions soften further. 

5. Now add the spice pow- 
ders, the lamb shanks and the 
tomatoes, and stir like mad for 
10 minutes. Add salt to taste; 
cover the shanks in hot water. 


place a lid on the pan and leave 
to cook on a medium heat for 1 
hour. Stir from time to time to 
make sure the ingredients don’t 
get stuck to the bottom of the 
pan. 

6. In the meantime, peel and 
slice the potatoes into slim 
straws, place on abaking sheet 
and coat with the remaining ta- 
blespoon of oil. Sprinkle with 
salt and bake for about 25 min- 
utes, flipping them over mid- 
way. Remove from the oven as 
soon as they are done, to pre- 
vent them from going soggy. 
You could use ready-made 
oven chips instead, but I think 
it’ s far more satisfying to make 
your own. 

7. When the lamb falls away 
from the bone when probed 
with a fork, sprinkle over the 
sugar, the Worcestershire sauce 
and the apricots. The curry 
should be rich and thick, so do 
add a bit of water if it is too dry, 
or whack up the heat and stir 
ferociously for 5 minutes if it’ s 
too runny. 

8. To serve, spoon a lamb 
shank on to a plate with a serv- 
ing of chips and brown rice.

The Algarve MotorPark will be officially inaugurating the KIA (Algarve International 
Karting Track) on July 3'^"' and 4^'' in conjunction with the World Series Karting event. The 
track is one of the biggest in Europe, with 1 68 possible configurations. 


The KIA is already open to the 
pub lie and businesses, although 
only in a soft-opening phase, 
with its offleial opening to take 
plaee during the first weekend of 
July, hosting the Karting World 
Series. 

Having been part of the AIA 
(Algarve MotorPark) projeet 
sinee the eoneept was bom, the 
€ 1 1 million kart traek will eom- 
plement the €130 million raee- 


traek, whieh has so far reeeived 
great praise from eompanies and 
raeing drivers worldwide, as well 
as being eonsideredthe best traek 
in the world in 2009 and winning 
several awards by magazines. 

There are 60 karts available for 
rent equipped with engines rang- 
ing from 1 50ee to 40bhp.

Jose Mourinho is now ex- 
peeted to sign a four-year deal 
with Real Madrid speeulated in 
some quarters to be worth just 
under one million euros a month 
in wages for the Portuguese man- 
ager.

Cristiano downplays dull Cape Verde draw 


Portuguese national team eap- 
tain Cristiano Ronaldo on Tues- 
day aeknowledged Portugal did 
not play well in its seoreless first 
preparatory mateh against Cape 
Verde on Monday evening, but 
guaranteed the Portuguese will be 
“200 pereent” ready for next 
month’s football World Cup. 

“We’re eonseious that we 
didn’t play well today, but it’s 
better to play poorly today and 
be good in the World Cup”, 
Ronaldo said after the goalless 
draw with the Afriean islanders 
Monday. 

“I’m not worried about today’ s 
game” in the central town of 
Covilha, he added. “I know the 
team will be 200% ready” for the 
championship in South Africa.
